Mr, ALLEN stated that although he was residing at the 
hotel at the present time, he expected to move to 706 Jackson 
Street, Tampa, Florida In the Immediate future. He pointed out 
that he Is presently a news reporter for Radio Station VFLA, 
a National Broadcasting Company station In Tampa, Florida.* He 
stated that he formerly resided at the 70th Street Hotel, 279 
NE 70th Street, up to about November 15, 1963 when he went to 
visit his brother JAMES ROGERS ALLEN, 2467 Drake Street, 
Jacksonville, Florida. JAMES ROGERS ALLEN Is an employee of 
Eastern Airlines, Jacksonville, Florida. He stated that h# * 
had returned to Miami, Florida around the 25th or 26th of 
November, 1963, when he learned that he had been offered a 
Job with Radio Station VFLA and he being short of money had 
decided to pawn some Items In order to get some clothing cleaned 
and ready for his new assignment. He said that he had decided to 
pawn a *38 caliber Ivor Johnson revolver which he had purchased 
about two months before at a key shop named Qulk Key, which was 
near the 79th Street Hotel. He said that this weapon had been 
purchased by him as a matter of Interest, and that the pawn shop

He stated 
that this was the last time that he saw this man, until be 
later saw a picture of OSWALD. 

He stated that the next day, he and his wife were 
asked to leave by the manager of this hotel.

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He came to Washington, D, C., because he wanted to see Attorney 
General ROBERT KENNEDY to see If he could get a pardon and to 
see If be oould get some help for his seven children. He 
stated that he wanted to have them raised In a Catholic School, 

He wanted the pardon, because In 1952, he was convicted for 
Extortion, and he served time for this crime. He stated that ... . 

he wanted to clear the records for his little children who * -~

He was not successful In seeing KENNEDY, and he tried 
to get In touch with the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI), 
but he did not follow this through.

the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics (USSR), * GENNADI N. 

He wer.;. to the Embassy because he Is a great 
admirer of Premier Ki-'S.USHCHEV, and he wanted to give KHRUSHCHEV 
one of his landscape paintings, The painting was accepted 
and he was informed that it would be tent to KHRUSHCHEV.

the many pictures of OSWALD, he Is positive that OSWALD is 
Identical to the man he talked to In the lobby of the Hotel 
Bentley at Alexandria, Louisiana, on October 12 , 1963. He 
stated that he Is an artist and he knows facial construction, and 
feat Is why he Is positive that this man was OSWALD. He stated 
that he then also recalled the statement about top Catholic v ' 
rulers or leaders being killed, and here was KENNEDY shot, 
as well and two top Catholic Rulers in Vlet-Nam. He stated* 
that he did not know the names of the two Catholic rulers 
In Vlet-Nam who were shot, but they were brothers and they 
ran the country. He recalled reading about It In the newspapers. 
He also then recalled how the Secretary of the USSR Bnbassy 
looked when he saw the pictures of the Hotel Bentley dining 
room. 

He then tried to get In touch with ROBERT KENNEDY 
at Hyannls Port, Massachusetts, but was not successful, so 
he and his wife then made their way to Washington, D. C., 
arriving there on December 3, 1963. He again went to see 
the Soviet Embassy, and the same Secretary talked to him. 

He asked this man if he recalled their previous conversation. 

He recalled that on the previous visit to the Soviet Enbassy, . 
he had told this man to "trust President KENNEDY and the 
Catholic People. Don't trust the Baptists and the Protestants,.,^ 
In Texas." The man did not recall the conversation, but told 
him that the picture had been forwarded to KHRUSHCHEV. The 
man then wanted him to tell him where he was going and where 
he could be located. He told this man he traveled constantly 
with his wife and di not have a home. He felt this was a 
strange request for this man to ask of him. 

He then left and again tried to get In touch with 
ROBERT KENNEDY to tell him of his Information. He could not 
see Mr. KENNEDY, ^en he and his wife drove to the Quantlco, 
Virgi nia, Marine Base, and here he told the Officer In Charge 
of the**mlitary Police his story and asked him if he would . 
get; In touch with the FBI for him. He stated that he is I 
glqd that this information Is in the right hands and he was 
advised that the matter would be looked Into.

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As a matter of background, VON R0LDEST0N stated that 
he came from Englad as a small boy. He was raised in this 
country^ and Is a naturalized citizen, and he does not have 
any home. He and his wife travel continuously, and he gets 
work doing landscape work wherever he stops. He stated 
that he has done landscape work and portrait work all over 
this country. He specializes In landscape work, and usually 
contracts for a Job doing a mural on a wall of a bowling 
alley or restaurant. When he first grew up, he stated that 
he was violently anti-Catholic, but In recent years, he has 
seen the light and now he Is pro-Cathollc. He stated he Is not 
a communist. 


He once recalled in 1932 of writing a letter to 
STALIN In which he told STALIN to "blow up Rome." and to go 
ahead on the development of rockets in space. He stated 
that he was right about the rockets, and the Russians must 
have taken his advice and developed them. He then exhibited 
a letter from T. A. MEADE, a Vice President of the AMP -- 

Pinspotter Company. In this letter, Mr. MEADE thanked him 
for his suggestion that when KHRUSHCHEV came to this country, 
he should be shown a bowling alley, so that the people of 
Russia could also have bowling alleys. He stated that he 
read In the papers later on his visit KHRUSHCHEV did visit 
a bowling alley, and this again shows that his suggestions 
were taken by the Russians, For this reason, on his recent 
visit with the Soviet Einbassy, prior to the death of KENNEDY, 
he told this Second Secretary to trust President KENNEDY and 
the Catholic People. He did not want them to do anything to 
President KENNEDY. He stated that he had the greatest of 
admiration for President KENNEDY. He exhibited his photograph 
album which contained letters of recommendation Indicating that 
he was a proficient artist.

Zoner said that shortly after 12:00 noon on 
November 22, 1963, be received a personal telephone call 
from his wife informing him of the assassination of 
President Kennedy. Zoner claimed that be was unable to 
recall exactly what be may have said when be returned to 
bis work area at Major Vire Company, but is positive be 
did not say, "We got him." As best as be could now recall, 
be was of the opinion that be probably commented to bis 
fellow employees that "Someone beat me to It," In referring f 
to the assassination of President Kennedy. * ‘ . 

Zoner considered himself "a 100 per cent American" 
and has lived by the Constitution and will die by the 
Constitution.

'The Criminal Division of the Department by letter dated December 4 , 
1963, forwarded an undated communication postmarked November 29, 1963, at Joliet, 
Illinois, and signsd^pPack 15,*' which had been addressed to the Attorney General 
and commented on the assassination of the President and the fact that a group 
of individuals had dedicated themselves to assist the Attorney General in avenging 
his brother's death by taking independent action against the criminal "syndicate" 
who hide behind legitimate business fronts outside of the reach of the law. 

In an effort to identify the writer we have conducted laboratory 
analysis of the document along with a latent fingerprint examination. Three lat ents 
of value have been obtained. Furthermore, inquiry was made in the Joliet, Illinois, 
area through all logical sources including the police and sheriff's offices, state / 
police, Post Office and the Boy and Girl Scouts of America. None of these * 
inquiries were productive.

"MINUTEMEN" 


A source, who has furnished reliable information in 
the past, on December 11, 1963 advised that on December 9, 
1963, he received from the "Minutemen" ,£Post Office Box 68, 
Norborne, Missouri} a one page mimeographed leaflet captioned 
"KENNEDY ASSASSINATION". The contents of this leaflet are set 
forth in verbatim as follows: 

"Ex-President Kennedy once said, ’right-wing 
extremists are a greater threat than the communists'. 

It is too bad that he couldn't have lived long 
enough to know who it was that shot him. 

"Immediately after his death a full propaganda 
campaign was immediately started to blame his death 
on these 'right-wing extremists'. Only the quick 
capture of Lee H. Oswald, a 24 year old communis t_ 
put a temporary halt to this campaign. Even so, 
the news media of this country could hardly restrain 
themselves in their talk about 'hate groups' and the 
'lunatic fringe'. 

"Ironically enough, if Attorney General, Robert 
F. Kennedy had kept current the list of subversive 
organizations and had vigorously enforced the Smith 
Act and the McCarran Act to clamp down on the 
hundreds of communist organizations functioning In 
the United States the death of his brother may have 
been averted. 

"Prior to the arrival of President Kennedy in 
Dallas, the city police maintained close surveillance 
on anti-communist organizations and individuals, but 
they failed to effectively check Marxist groups and 
individuals. Had the Dallas police maintained an 
equally close check of left-wing extremists, the 
assassination may again have been averted. Two weeks 
prior to President Kennedy's murder, the FBI ques- 
tioned Oswald in Dallas. Earlier, the ex-marine

"turncoat was fined for disturbing the peace when 
he was involved in a melee while distributing 
communist propaganda for the Fair Play for Cuba 
Committee. 

"That Oswald was a communist is an absolute 
fact. He was a subscriber to both the 'Worker* and 
the 'Uilitant*. He was (contrary to published 
reports) chairman of the New Orleans Chapter of Fair 
Play for Cuba. Oswald was in a position to maintain 
close liaison with the 22 other 'Fair Play* chapters 
throughout the United States. There is every reason 
to believe that he had advance knowledge of the 
President's route of travel and that he came to 
Dallas for the specific purpose of performing this 
assassination. 

"Now, that Oswald's lips are silenced forever, 
the campaign to blame this whole thing on the right- 
wing is rolling once again. Leaders of various 
conservative movements are being systematically 
questioned by the FBI regarding their movements 
before, during and after the time of Kennedy's 
assassination. The National' Coordinator of the 
Minutemen Organization was quizzed by the FBI in 
this regard at Norborne, Missouri at 11:00 A.M. , 
November 29, 1963. 

"Although the Dallas Police Department stated 
that the evidence against Oswald was conclusive, 
others are not willing to let it go so easily. 
President Johnson has appointed Earl Warren (of all 
people) to head a 'Board of Inquiry' to re-hash this 
investigation. It would not surprise us a bit if 
this Board of Inquiry 'discovers' that Oswald was 
not actually the assassin, but that he was a right- 
winger in disguise or something else equally 
fantastic. 

"WHY WAS KENNEDY KILLED? The thing that 
mystified most American patriots is why the 
communists would want Kennedy dead. It would 
require pages and pages to list all of the things 
which President Kennedy did while in office that 
directly aided the communist cause. 


"MINUTEMEN" 


"There are several possibilities: (1) It is 

possible that Oswald was simply carried away with 
his own propaganda. (2) Like Stalin, Beria and 
others, Kennedy may have simply outlived his useful- 
ness. (3) His assassination could have simply been 
a by-product of a reported plot to set up a coali- 
tion government in Cuba timed to re- assure Kennedy's 
re-election. (4) It may have been part of the 
current conflict between the Stalinist and 
Trotsky ite branches of the communist party. The 
reasoning and evidence behind these possibilities 
will be dealt with in detail in our January issue 
of On Target. 

"Regardless of the reason for bis assassination 
the results are becoming quickly evident. (1) Con- 
gress is being pressured to rush through the Kennedy 
Program in tribute to the fallen martyr. (2) By far 
the biggest drive yet to outlaw firearms is quickly 
going into high gear. 

"To help combat this anti-firearm frenzy to 
some degree we have rushed through a new gun sticker 
suitable for putting on the back of envelopes or for 
putting up in public places such as phone booths, 
etc. 250 labels for $1.00. 

"These gummed labels are one inch high by two 
and one-half inches wide. They read: 

"A gun did NOT 
kill Kennedy— 

A communist did." 

"The Worker" is an East Coast Communist publication. 

"The Militant" is a newspaper published periodically 
by the Socialist Workers Party (SWP). 

The SWP has been designated by the Attorney

FAIR PLAT FOR CUBA COMMITTEE 


The April 6, I960, edition of "The New York Times" 
newspaper contained a full-page advertisement captioned "What 
Is Really Happening In Cuba," placed by the Fair Play for Cuba 
Committee (FPCC) . This advertisement announced the formation 
of the FPCC in New York City and declared the FPCC intended to 
promulgate "the truth about revolutionary Cuba” to neutralise 
the distorted American press. 

"The New York Times" edition of January 11, 1961, 
reported that at a hearing conducted before the United States 
Senate Internal Security Subcommittee on January 10, 1961, Dr. 
CHARLES A. SANTOS-BUCH identified himself and ROBERT TABER 
as organizers of the FPCC. He also testified he and TABER 
obtained funds from the Cuban Government which were applied 
toward the cost of the af or e-men tibned advertisement. 

On May 16, 1963, a source advised that during 
the first two years of the FPCC's existence there was a struggle 
between Communist Party (CP) and Socialist Workers Party (SWP) 
elements to exert their power within the FPCC and thereby influence 
'FPCC policy. However, during the past year this source observed 
there has been a successful effort by FPCC leadership to 
minimize the role of these and other organizations in the FPCC 
so that today their influence is negligible. 

On May 20, 1963, a second source advised that the 
National Headquarters of the FPCC is located in Room 329 at 799 
Broadway, New York City. According to this source, the position 
of National Office Director was created in the Fall of 1962 and 
was filled by YINCENT "TED" LEE, who now formulates FPCC policy. 
This source observed LEE has followed a course of entertaining 
and accepting the cooperation of many other organizations 
including the CP and the SWP when he has felt it would be to 
his personal benefit as well as the FPCC's. However, LEE has 
indicated to this source he has no intention of permitting FPCC 
policy to be determined by any other organization. LEE feels the 
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FPCC should advocate resumption of diplomatic relations betwe 
Cuba and the United States and support the right of Cubans to 
manage their revoluation without interference from other nations, 
but not support the Cuban revolution per se. 

The CP and the SWP have been designated pursuant 
to Executive Order 10450.

telephonically advised Special Agent George 3tf. Hutchison 
that he wished to report for whatever it was worth the fol- 
lowing : 

A patient of his, Leo McClure, white, 5b, a 
painter, residence 4027 Taylor Boulevard, Louisville, Kentucky, 
on November 5> 1963* Election Day, was "railing against Govern- 
mental authority and loss of freedoms".. McClure went on to 
say "we are organizing all over the country and are going 
to pick them off one by one" or"... pick them off a few at a 
time". Hart said McClure complained bitterly about President 
Roosevelt but about no other specific President. He di^not 
comment concerning President Kennedy. He urged Doctor 
to vote Republican in the current election. Dr. flHB said ~ 
that prior to the assassination of President Kenneo^ he 
regarded McClure as merely a harmless crackpot and still had 
no specific reason to believe that McClure had anything 
to do with the assassination of President Kennedy. 

On July 1, 1959* a source furnished a copy of 
a letterhead of the Citizens National Law Enforcement 
Committee (CNLEC), 1427 South 6th Street, Louisville, 

Kentucky. This letterhead lists Millard D. Grubbs as 
Chairman of this organization and one Leo McClure of 
Kentucky as a member of the National Committee of the CNLEC.

This source on September 12 , I960, advised that 
Millard Dee Grubbs, age 75* Louisville, 

Kentucky, is bitterly opposed to racial 
integration. Grubbs maintains that he is 
opposed to violence hot^ever, and claims to 
remain within the lav; in his efforts to 
promote segregation. Source advised that 
Grubbs was making an effort to get the CNLEC 
on an operating basis. The purpose of the 
CNLEC as outlined by Grubbs ivas to defend 
the Constitution of the United States, which 
Grubbs believes is being violated in connection 
with integration matters. Source furnished 
literature which indicates that the CNLEC 
shall "arrest and bring to bar... the top 
traitors of our Republic..." Source indicated 
that Grubbs planned to have "citizens* arrests" 
of high ranking Government officials. 

Leo Edward McClure, 4024 Taylor Boulevard, Louisville, 
Kentucky, on November 27* 1963* after having been advised that he 
need make no statement, that any statement he might make 
could be used against him in a court of law and that he had 
a right to consult an attorney, advised Special Agents 
Warren L. Walsh and George W. Hutchison as follows: 

McClure denied having’ ever made any statement to 
the effect that he belonged to an organization that "was 
going to pick them off one by one" or "pick them off a few 
at a time". He explained that he does roofing, guttering, 
and painting, and general repair work on buildings. On the 
day of the assassination of President Kennedy, he vras 
repairing a roof for a lady. When the lady heard the President 
had been ihot, she called McClure into the house. He said 
that his remark on learning of the assassination had been 
of disbelief and he had exclaimed "No." He said he had 
thereafter remarked to the lady that he expected something 
like this because the President rode around without proper 
protection. 

He explained that his vrf.fe and son were critical 
of his attitude regarding politics and had made remarks 
to him following the assassination of President Kennedy 
indicating that they expected him to be pleased. He 

' / 
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indicated that although he was a Republican, he was very 
sorry over the assassination of the President just as 
everyone else was sorry. McClure indicated that he would 
give his own life to save that of any President. McClure 
indicated that he was active in Republican organizations. 

He indicated that he does not believe that the Negroes 
in the South are treated as badly as is reported, that 
he had traveled in the South, and had talked with Negroes 
who are satisfied with things as they are. 

McClure advised that he had visited "old man Grubbs" 
(Hillard Grubbs) several times and had furnished transportation 
for Grubbs on several occasions. He indicated that Grubbs 
had been described to him as one of the smartest men in the 
state. Grubbs on one occasion several years ago made McClure 
a member of the National Committee of Grubbs* organization, 
the Citizens National Law Enforcement Committee. McClure 
was never given any duties to perform and never engaged in 
any activity. He did not know what his function was supposed 
to be. Finally, Grubbs removed him from his position with 
the committee, indicating that he, Grubbs, was displeased 
with the fact that McClure did nothing. 

McClure indicated that Grubbs advocated citizens' 
arrests and prosecution of public officials who in Grubbs' 
opinion are guilty of treason in connection \^ith working on 
behalf of the integration movement. Even though aware of 
this, McClure said he had made no statements about "picking 
up leaders", which statement might have been misinterpreted 
or misunderstood as "picking off". McClure said his conscience 
"was as clear as the day he was born". He regards Grubbs 
a3 a good American* 

Concerning himself, McClure said that he had been 
a machinist prior to World liar II, that he had been in the 
Navy, and was discharged because of a "nervous breakdown . 

He said that in the Navy he was an"instrument man"and 
invented parts of the Norden bomb sight. He said he had a 
fourth grade education. He indicated that he had been 
postmaster at Valley Station, Kentucky, a small town near 
Louisville, Kentucky, and boasted of the excellent job he 
had done . 




McClure Indicated that he had not been out of 
town recently and denied any knowledge of Lee Harvey Oswald 
or any organization sympathetic to the Castro regime in 
Cuba.

to blame the assassination on the communists; namely, 

1. The American people would not "buy it". 

The American people are too sophisticated 
to fall for "that baloney", Lustig des- 
cribed the Americans as people who instinct- 
ively feel the assassination was a "Eight 
Wing plot", and Lustig said the Americans 
are people who can feel the truth, as during 
elections when they always elect the lesser 
of two evils. 

2. World public opinion knew the assassination 
was by "reactionary forces". Lustig quoted 
someone in India who described it as a 
"Right Wing plot", and he quoted a statement 
to the same effect made in the British 
Parliament. 

3. The Administration did not want to see the 
assassination "entirely whitewashed". 

4. The Administration is "reactionary", but not 
as "reactionary" as the "Extreme Right". 

The source said that Lustig summarized the answers 
to his questions, as follows: 

1. Oswald was not just a "crackpot". 

2. Oswald was probably a dupe of some 6ort with 
sinister forces behind him and these sinister forces are de- 
finitely "Right Wing". 

3. Lustig, himself, is not convinced that Oswald 
did the assassination. 

4. Oswald was killed by "white supremacists" who 
wanted to "shut him up".

5. Oswald was not a communist because it is 
against a communist's creed to commit an assassination 
and an assassination proves nothing — it only let's in 
more "reactionary" people , as reflected in President 
Johnson assuming President Kennedy's place. 

The source said Lustig claimed that there are 
several inconsistencies developing from the assassination; 
namely | Lustig felt that the rifle supposedly used could not 
be fired three times in five seconds; Oswald had unexplained 
amounts of money in his possession; and Lustig was not con- 
vinced that Oswald was the one who killed Officer Tippit. 

The source said Lustig expressed shame over the reac- 
tion of communist China to the assassination, Lustig described 
the Chinese position as uncouth and compared it to the posi- 
tions of the Soviet Union and Cuba; both described by Lustig 
as expressing a shocked attitude } such as Castro of Cuba who 
called the assassination terrible. Lustig said those pres- 
ent should express sorrow over the assassination y while at 
the same time remembering that President Kennedy was in the 
grasp of the "bosses". 

The source said Lustig praised the Administration 
of President Johnson for establishing a Commission to inves- 
tigate the assassination.

The source said that Lustig claimed that during 
this period following the assassination it will be easier for 
the CP to come out and expose the truth; therefore, it will 
be easier for the CP to recruit new members because people 
now realize that communists are the ones who are doing right. 
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The source said that Lustig had with him a group of 
articles concerning the assassination which he had clipped 
from various newspapers.

j The Report of the Killing of Lee Harvey Oswald should have the 
following prefatory statement: 

This report covers the killing of Oswald by Jack Ruby. 

The information developed concerns Jack Ruby; the 
interview of Ruby; Ruby’s whereabouts from November 23 
to November 24, 1963; and the investigation by the FBI 
under the Civil Rights Statutes to determine whether there 
was any conspiracy involved in the killing. 

Attached to this report are two exhibits, one a photograph 
of the actual killing and the other a diagram of the police 
department building basement where the killing occurred. 

No records were kept of the police officers or news media 
representatives in the basement at the time of the killing. 

We have not been able to identify, locate and interview all { 

persons who were present when Ruby kiUed Oswald. The J 

report reflects that persons identified to us have been or 

are being interviewed. We have interviewed 98 Dallas 

police officers and are attempting to identify any others 

who were in the basement and interview them. An 

estimated 150 news media representatives were in the 

basement. We have been able to identify and interview i 

51 so far, and leads are set out throughout the country j 

to identify and locate others who may have been present. ; 

We have no facts at this time to indicate that the stories 

of these people, when they are located, will be at variance 

with the facts developed so far. Every effort is being made 

to locate them so that all possible questions can be resolved. 

You will note the statement at the end of this report that the 
investigation will continue until every possible source of 
pertinent information has been exhausted.

On 12/3/63, SAC Henry Sloan at Quant ico 'vece lved a telephone J 
call from Melyin Ji^JQhns^n^^resident, Johnson Guns, Incoiparate^, 152 Tempty/ 
Street, New Haven 10, Connecticut, regarding the assassination of 
President John F. Kennedy, Jwl 

SAC Sloan advised by memorandum dated 12/4/63, that Johnson ^ 
stated he believed no more than one second could have elapsed between 
the first and second shots. This estimate was based on his examination 
of the pictures in Life magazine of November 29, 1963, which were 
reprinted from a movie taken by an amateur photographer, considering 
the reported speed of the automobile in relation to the people and tree 
In the background of the movie, (Copy of SAC Sloan’s memo attached.) 

A careful study of the movie in question was made and it shows 
I Mr. Johnson to be in error. It is pointed out that bhe photographs 
printed in Life magazine do not show the complete sequence of the movie 
and the write-up accompanying these photographs does not accurately 
indicate the time of the first shot. 

From careful timing of the film, the most accurate estimate^ 
possible gives seven seconds as the Interval b etween th e f irst and third_ 
shot with the second - shot occurring apprbxiraately*~ln the middle of the

^ I*®® Oswald had shot a postman or a tax collector, 
it would have been a federal crime. The FBI would have had full 
control over the investigation and full custody over any suspects 
who night have been arrested. 

But the assassination of a President is not now a 
federal crime. And so the investigation of President Kennedy's 
murder and the custody of Lee Oswald were the primary responsi- 
bility not of the FBI but of the Dallas police. And the inept 
P er ^ ormance of the Dallas cops is now history. 

HMCA suggests that the murder of a President is a* - 
matter for national and not local justice. The FBI should have 
full control of any investigation and full custody of any

prisoners taken. And the case should be tried by a federal 
court. 

It's too late now to redeem the blot on our history 
left by the police work in Dallas. But we need a federal law - 
to make sure that nothing like it can happen again.

Dear Sir: 

While setting by television during the first two days 
of four that changed the whole world, I had a thought concerning the in- 
vestigation of Lee Harvey Oswald as the President's assassin. By 
the time I thought of putting it in a letter it was already too late to 
help prove if he was or was not the assassin. 

The reports on TV & to the paper said that the remains 
of a chicken dinner had been found near, the window in the building from 
which the shots were supposedly fired. 'My thought was this: Had 
the Dallas police thought, immediately or shortly after Oswald's capture, 
about examining the contents of Oswald's stomach to see if he had eaten 
chicken at that time (a few hours earlier). 

I know it’s too late to be of any help now, but it could 
help at some future time for an investigation, not in this case, but j

On December 12, 1963* Washburn upon interview 
at Ramsey Prison Farm, advised that during the latter part 
of September, 1963* he was transported from "Ramsey" to 
the main prison at Huntsville, Texas for the purpose of 
having a physical examination. While exercising in the 
yard at "Huntsville", he overheard a conversation between 
two convicts (unidentified) to the effect that a "bar owner 
friend" from Dallas, Texas (unidentified), had contacted one 
of the convicts with a proposition to find a person to 
"wipe out" (kill) a high government official (unidentified). . 
For this "service", said convict would receive $25*QQO^©0. 

The fee would be paid by Texas State Senator Dor^^ ^ardemSO-c^ 

Washburn_said that the reason that he paid 
particular attention to the conversation between these two 
convicts was because he heard the name Hardeman mentioned. 

He pointed out that Hardeman, who is a "slick crook", was 
the person who prosecuted him for the crime for which he is 
currently serving two to ninety-nine years. 

Washburn, was hesitant to discuss this matter, 
advising that he knew that the interview room (the office 
of the Assistant Warden) was "bugged", and that he did not 
want the Warden (Sidney Lanier) to hear the conversation.

Yet, it was to Lanier that Washburn conveyed his desire to 
speak to an FBI Agent regarding the assassination. 

Washburn concluded the interview with a statement 
to the effect that "Communists" get a "good break in here," 
specifically mentioning "one from Dallas," who was only m?de 
to work 'in the "fields ' r for a few months, before getting an 
easy job, while he had work in the "fields for a year or 
so." 

Warden Lanier upon interview advised that (Wa shbvrtj 
was confined in the Texas Prison System after conviction for 
the crime of Murder with Malice, ^regarding the placing of 
an explosive in the aut o of his mother-in-law, whir.h was 
detonated when she engaged the starter of the vehicle^} 

Prison records reflect that he (Washburn) has an unstable 
personality, and may have difficulty in adjusting to prison 
life. Warden Lanier described Washburn as being a "prison 
politician", who, though not being a disciplinary problem, 
is a prolific letter writer, and has communicated with 
almost every person of prominence in an effort to bring 
attention to himself in the hope of getting a new trial. - 
(^ashburnjprocla5.ms complete innocence of the crime for which 
he was convicted, advising that he was "framed", and that 
"high officials" were "paid off" to "railroad" him to prison. 
He included Jack Heard, Assistant Manager of Detention,

Vaughn advised that W. A. Priest, Clovis, New Mexico, 
is his cousin and about 10 weeks ago he met Priest in Lubbock, 
Texas, while he (Vaughn) was in Lubbock to sell some cattle and ’r - .' 
Priest was purchasing furniture. He advised during their conver- 
sation he (Vaughn) discussed the policies of the Kennedy adminis- 
tration and openly expressed his dislike o i these policies. He 
advised he did not vote for Kennedy and has disagreed with his 
domestic policies since Kennedy took office. He stated he defin- 
itely did not make any statement, ''J believe they'd be killed if 
they came to Texas now”, and to his knowledge, President Johnson's 
name was not even mentioned. No discussion was had about the 
possibility of Kennedy and Johnson visiting Texas, as no publicity 
had been given, at that time, about their trip to Texas. He stated 
although he disliked Kennedy's policies, he deplores the assassina- 
tion of President Kennedy and certainly has never made any remark 
about his assassination as be still finds it hard to believe he was 
assassinated in Texas,..,,-.

Nick Katzenbach, the Deputy Attorney General, called me at 11:00 A. M. , 
this morning, 'and asked that I come around to his office. 


Upon seeing Katzenbach, he made reference to the proposed press release 
which the White House had originally planned to issue over the weekend in connection 
with the captioned matter. (The Director instructed we advise Katzenbach that we 
strongly felt that only the first paragraph of this release should be issued, or the first 
three paragraphs of the revised release which Mr. Belmont read to the Director on 
Saturday. ) Katzenbach told me thpk there was a stalemate at the White House in con- 
nection with this release. Abeifr^rtas strongly felt that the entire release should be 
Igiven to the press. Te'SKJqrenson agreed with us that only the first three paragraphs 
lof the revised release prepared Saturday should be given out. Fortas believed that 
^speculation, rumors and gossip should be disspelled right now. He claimed it made 
no difference that the Presidential Commission would present findings to the President 
and the general public. He felt rumors concerning collusion between Ruby and Oswald, 
also those concerning international conspiracy, should be hit hard now. i i » 


As a result of the disagreement between Fortas and Sorenson, there will 
be no press release from the White House. To get his point across, however, Katzen- 
bach has prepared a letter to Chief Justice Warren and each Commission member 
transmitting a copy of the report. The report will be delivered today. In his letter, 
Katzenbach states that the report is being delivered at the instructions of the President*) 
He also calls upon the Commission to quickly issue a statement concerning its findings ^ 
so that rumors, gossip and speculation can be eliminated. He goes on to point out thatO 
investigation thus far has nailed down the point that Oswald assassinated the President | 
and had no assistance. He further mentions that Ruby operated strictly as an individual^ 
and had no assistance. He points out there is no evidence of collusion or international

should be handled by the Department. He asked if we could package them for him 
inasmuch as he had no facilities for doing this. I told him I thought our Mail Room 
could handle this chore for him. He then stated that he had no way in which to deliver 
the report to John J. McCloy, the Commission member in New York. He wondered 
if the FBI could handle this for him. He added that each report would, of course, have 
his letter transmitting the report as an attachment to the package; therefore, the 
package actually would be coming from him and not the FBI. 1 told him I would check 
on this angle and let him know. 

Katzenbach has requested 11 copies of the report from us. Seven of these 
copies will go to Presidential Commission members, as he promised last Friday, 
12/6/63. One copy cf the report will go to the Chief Counsel of the Commission, 
presumably Lee Rankin. The Department desires two copies and Katzenbach wants to 
give Secret Service one copy, making a total of 11 copies needed.

Dear r. Kennedy: 

I don't know what to make of some information I gained on November 
22, the day President Kennedy was assassinated. It may have an indirect 
relationship to his death, therefore I am passing it on to you for your 
evaluation. 

I first heard that the President had been shot while at Flint Jun- 
ior College where I teach economics. This was about 2:00 P.M., E.S.T. 

I was on my way to a motion picture being shown at the college by the 
French Club. I remarked to a fellow faculty member that it looked like 
the damned conservatives in Dallas had got to the President. After the 
picture, about 4:15 P.M., I asked some students who were walking down 
the hall, how the President was. They said he had died and something 

to the effect that it would happen in Dallas. I again remarked that it 

was probably due to the radical right element in Dallas. 

I made these statements because I was angry and I was aware of the 
Stevenson incident in Dallas a few weeks earlier, and I remembered Vice- 
President Johnson's previous encounter there. Also, only a few weeks 
ago I had seen the CBS News documented report on "The Case History of a 

Rumor", This was the rumor apparently spread by the radical right about 

Operation Water Moccasin. I was amazed at the organization and communi- 
cation within this group which was revealed by the report. 

The surprising thing is that within a few minutes after arriving at 
home, shortly after 5:00 P.M., a phone call was answered by my daughter. 
She said it was someone who wanted CE 9-6154. Within a minute the phone 
rang again and I answered. A prominent right wing Republican said "This 

is ". I said, "Yes?" There was a moment of alence and he 

then said, "Is this CE 9-6154?" I said rather angerly, "No, this is 
CE 4-9651". He then hung up without an explanation. 





I think this was a purposeful call and not a wrong number. I don't 
know the man personally and have never seen him so I haven't followed up 
on it as yet. I have hesitated to write this letter because, obviously 
the incident of and by itself has no connection with the death of the 
President. On the other hand the information may be of value if it fits 
in with other nation wide information which you may have.

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As I said at the beginning, I don't know what to make of the 
phone call, except that it might indicate a highly organized, highly 
communicative conservative group here. 

Apparently the evidence is conclusive against Oswald, but there 
had to be a motive, and also an acceptable motive for Jack Ruby's 
killing of Oswald. 

If you have further interest in the above mentioned incident 
please let me know.

and equality enjoyed by those who live on this planet. 

That is my understanding of the eternal and pure 
ideas concerning liberty in the service of this unhappy human 
race, as they were expressed by your lamented president. 

Gentlemen of the F.B.I., what I have read, observed 
and followed with interest about life in the United States has

Do not permit the action of the mafia or that of any 
other kind. Do not respect the powerful, the racists, the 
* Communists, for they do not understand the word "respect", 
since they do not obey the law. 

Gentlemen, though I am far away and have been 
reading between the lines of telegraphic dispatches news 
on what has occurred, I see that it has not been possible 
to clear up events to all the people who are anxious to 
know who ALL TIE MONSTERS ars, so that they can be tried, 
including perhaps even the "innocent" Police Chief of Dallas, 
whose connections with gangsters have resulted in obscuring 
the facts, for he permitted base individuals to enter into 
his most private quarters. 

I am most indignant, but that opinion of mine 
should not be scorned for it shows well how dearly loved was 
the unforgettable President J. F. KENEDY, not only here in 
Brazil but throughout the world.

jSecretary; Rein has been in control of the organization 
[since that time; Rein does not mind if individuals connected 
in the past with organizations cited publicly as being 
communist dominated or controlled work with WACAHUAC, provided 
they are not publicly identified in this regard; and the 
organization's policy statement, as rewritten by_ Jo sej>h.. Forer* 
was accepted by the WACAHUAC Executive Board in August, 1961. ^ 


On September 12, 1962, a second source advised the 
WACAHUAC is affiliated with the National Committee to Abolish 
the House Un-American Activities Committee. This source, 
on May 4, 1963, advised the WACAHUAC is still in existence.// 


Selma Rein was identified by a third source on 
January 21, 1954, as a then current Communist Party (CP) 
member. On February 28, 1957, she appeared before the HCUA 
and refused to answer questions concerning past or present 
CP membership. 


Joseph Forer is one of the attorneys who has 
represented the CP, United States of America, before the 
United States Court of Appeals and the United . States Supreme 
Court. In September, 1959. a fourth source advised that a 
member of the National Committee of the CP, United States 
of America, had recently referred to Forer as "one of the

" l |lere is one other fact, well substantiated by news broadcasts and 
newspaper reports, particularly the early reports, while events were 
®till fresh in people’s minds: "/t that moment two loud, sharp 
reports were heard and then another." (Quoted from LIFE, page 32H, 
November 29, 1963.) 

This means, by common consent, that the time interval between the 
first and second shot was less than the time interval between the 
second and third shots. Now the question is, how much less? And 
just how fast can any man fire t shot, crank in a new cartridge, 
aim at a moving target 75 odd yards away, and fire? With a bolt acti 
rifle yet? 

On pages 24 and 25 of the November 29, 1963 issue of LIFE magazine, 
there is a series sequence of the shooting. LIFE states that 
Kennedy’s wave "turns into a clutching movement towards his throat" 
in the seventh picture. It Is safe for us to assume, therefore, 
that he was probably reacting to a hit at about the fourth picture. 
This is logical, for we notice picture number five is blurred, as if 
the photographer might have been startled by something like a loud 
gunshot. The car travels about eight feet between pictures number 
four and number five. Assuming the car was going at least ten miles 
an hour, or therefore fifteen feet per second, and assuming the 
photographer himself was a maximum of 100 yards from Oswald’s buildin; 
(if we assume Oswald fired the first shot), then, considering the 
speed of sound as 3/8ths of a second, and reaction time of the 
photographer about l/8th of a second, we get the following: 

1. Speed of car equals 15 ft. per second. 

2. Distance between pictures number 4 and number 5 equals 
8 feet. 

3. Therefore the time equals 1/2 second approximately. 

(a) Time of sound over 100 yards equals 3/8ths of second. 

• (b) Time of reaction e.quals l/8th of a second. 

(c) Therefore, time for this is also 1/2 second. 

This really doesn’t prove Oswald fired the first shot; but it does 
seem reasonable to use picture number 4 as a starting point of action 

Governor Connally is quite obviously hit in the ninth picture; his 
body movement from number 8 to number 9 is considerable, and his 
mouth is open as if In pain. Then he slowly begins to slump to the 
floor. 

The question is, how much time has elapsed between pictures number 4 
and number 9? Notice the two figures, merged as if onej in the upper 
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7 t 8, and finally number 9, In relation to the car. As the camera 
-£>ans with the car with reasonable consistency, their position change, 
Angles notwithstanding, amounts to approximately twenty “five feet, 
tutting it more bluntly,/ from picture number 4 to picture number 9 the 
car has travelled 25 feet! . . 

Reports have varied somewhat concerning the actual speed the car 
was travelling at the time, but most reports concur It was about 
twelve miles an hour. To be on the safe side, let us be certain by 
saying the car was doing at least ten miles an hour. Don’t forget 
agent Hill, who had to run forward from the car behind in order to 
protect President and Mrs. Kennedy; the car couldn’t have been going 
over 15 miles an hour, or he might not have been able to catch it. 

As roost people know, sixty miles an hour is equal to 88 feet per 
second. Assuming the car travelled at a minimum of ten miles an hour 
at the time of the shooting, this means that it travelled at least 
14.6, or 15 feet per second. The car travelled, at the roost. 25 feet 
between shots one and two, and it was travelling at least 15 feet 
per second as an actual velocity. 

So, as a result,. Oswald fired his first and second shots not more than 
1.6 seconds apart! This rolRht be feasible with a semiautomatic rifle 
but certainly not with any bolt action rifle! From these pictures, 
it would appear that Oswald quite definitely had some help. 

What about the three spent cartridges? It would have been easy for 
Oswald to deposit a previously fired case, probably used when he 
practiced for this tragic event. What about the bullets? They were 
pretty badly messed up, and it would be virtually impossible to 
determine they were not fired from an identical gun. Rifling marks 
on the remains of the bullets would be identical in every respect.

• The best way to obtain these figures would be to obtain the actual 
movies from LIFE, and do the following: 

1. Determine the speed with which these movies were taken. 

Since they were "home movies,” or taken ostensibly for such

2. Determine, as accurately as possible, the actual frames in 
which President Kennedy and Governor Connally were hit, and

very accurate time interval. 

4. As a double check, run the film on a screen, and using a 
stop watch, start It on the marked Kcmedy frame, and stop 
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- it on the marked Connally frame. Your reaction time will 
tfi ^e a ^ out ^e same for both signals on the film.

One more thing, the first shot apparently hit President Kennedy in 
the throat. It is conceivable that he turned to wave at someone just 
before the first hit, but if it was Oswald, President Kennedy** 
head would have. to be turned almost directly to the rear, and his 
body would have to be turned almost 90 degrees sideways./ looking from 
Oswald’s window. If the bullet went through President Kennedy** 
throat in the fashion described from the front, the bullet would 
have to be found in the upper left side of his body if hi* \ 

The film study should prove, beyond any doubt, what the pictures in 
LIFE already seem to show. This would be on the basis that your 
attitude towards the film is unbiased; do not assume anything until 
you have studied the film. Both my father in his capacity, and I In 
mine, feel quite certain that the people concerned will agree with 
us in what we feel to be the real truth of this sorrowful situation.

It is really amaaing how different American thinking and behaviour is 
to that of the rest of the world. 

Take as an example the Dallas events. My interpretation's sent to 
Latin America for a foundation for judgement acceptable to the Latin 
American mind is as follows:

1) "Newsweek" magazine published in its Dec*2, 1963, issue, on page 20 
an excellent photograph of President Kennedy slumping into his - 
wife's arms as hit by a bullet. Governor Conolly can be seen 
sitting with his back turned. He hasn't yet started turning, as 
reported when hit by the second shot. The distance between Pres. 
Kennedy'^ head and his wife's arms or the proteotion of the car's 
back seat is aproaimately a foot. 

2) The rifle used was a vintage 6.5mm Carcano. This, rifle like all 
army rifles of that period, fired a flat trayectory high velocity 
steel encased bullet , requiring a comparative large powder charge.Hence 
the recoil was pretty stiff, and the bolt action had to be extra stroni; 
tight fitting and hard. The ejection of spent casing and ramming of 
fresh bullet can only be accomplished in the Carcano, as in the ^auser 
Lebel, Lee-Enfield or Marflicher,with the rifle at waist hfjght, tightly 
held in the left hand and under the right arm. The loading action is 
very much more coiaLicated than on under lever action as in Remington's 
or Winchester, or a* pump gun action. The distance from shoulder to . 
possible loading position is aprox. 18 inches, hence the return trip 
for proper aim plus loading position takes a distance of about 3 feet 
as against the 1 foot Pr sident Kennedy's head had to travel for 

head protection. 

3) According to news reports Pres. Kennedy was hit first, then Gov. 

Eonolly,then again president Kennedy in the head. This would only hav 
been possible if President Kennedy's head had remained stationery and 
above the car's back seat during the time it would require to reload 
and take carefull aim at 80 to 100 yards for a target of about 12 inch 
diameter, three consecutives times. Judging by the paragraph in 
paragraph this can not have ocurred. r. 

4) If anyone has any doubts on the accuracy of this statements , it can 
easily be checked by firing an unloaded rifle at any 12 inch target 
held by some one at 6 feet hight, and then bring down the rifle and 
go through the undloading and goading bolt action and fire again at 
the falling target. This can only be done if the second shot is a 
waist high snap shot, and if the rifleman is trained and very fast. 
Even then. the second waist high snap shop will be fired when the fal-

Dear Sir: 

My writing to you experts causes me to feel somewhat 
silly, but I want a clear conscience and a knowledge that I have 
executed my responsibility toward my Country. 

The purpose for my writing is due to the fact that I have 
not as yet read via newspapers nor heard via television or 
radio anything to dispute my idea entirely. In fact, as late as today I 
read again in the Chicago Daily News that no acquaintance or link between 
Mr. Ruby and Lee Oswald has been established as yet. 

My contention is that a personal acquaintance or link 
between Oswald and Ruby was not at all necessary. That is my basis 
for the following ideas. 

The first news which started my thinking was a Television 
report that Cuba was perhaps the first country to accept the news of 
Mr. Kennedy's assassination. My first thought was: Why did Cuba accept 
this so readily? (I believe that report was issued over Chicago’s television 
Channel two (2).) 

Then later I heard that Oswald had some connection with 
Cuba and finally, with Russia. 

Later when Ruby killed Oswald I began thinking: 

1. Could Oswald have been hired by Cuba or Russia for 

Mr. Kennedy’s assassination? Especially, since Oswald had had 
trouble obtaining citizenship papers? Am I correct?

If this second idea were true, there was no need for a 
personal acquaintance between the two men, as I see the situation.

The U. S. Communist Party went all-out this week 
to paint President Kennedy’s accused assassin, Lee Har-

With the same logic that H e declamr-iwd*-must play 
changed Oswald from left to -v at v e termed a “galvanizing 


right, they set up the chant that 
PBI Director J. Edgar Hoover 
was equally to blame for the 
murder, and demanded that he 
be tired. 

At the same time, at a meet- 
big of about 100 Communists in 
New York, less than 24 hours ; 
after the President was gunned 
down, top Red bosses laid down 
the line to be followed. Not un- 
surprisingly, it echoed toe line 
of propaganda from the Krem- 
lin. 

James Jackson, a member of 
the Communist Party’s ruling 
executive board, and editor of 
“The Worker," official Red 
mouthpiece, told the meeting: 

“The guilt for the slaying 
(must be laid) at the door of 
toe ultra - right.” He called for 
a “mobilization of the Ameri- 
can people to meet the pro- 
fascist challenge,” adding: 

“Reactionary forces will try 
to ose the nation’s tragedy, . .to 
drag a red herring across the 
arena. 

“Culpability for the assassi- 
nation of toe President must be 
shared by J. Edgar Hoover. . . 
Hoover should be compelled to 
resign for infamous ir.alfeas- . 
^ance in office.” ■* 

7 Jackson told the meeting the 
Reds must “step up” the dis- 
tribution of Communist publica- 
tions among non - Communists 
as a major propaganda “weap- 
on” in the national interest 

And, Jackson asserted, with 
toe death of Mr. Kennedy,

He declare d ' R e u s- must play 
what he termed a “galvanizing 
role” in stirring reaction 
against right wingers, whom he 
tagged as “pro-Fascists." 

The Communists tried to dis- 
associate themselves complete- 
ly from any link with Oswald, 
claiming he couldn’t be a Com- 
munist if he killed the Presi- j 
dent. The Communists claimed I 
everyone kn ows they frown on I 
murder as a political weapon. • 

They also made these com- 
ments, aimsd piqning a luna- 
tic label on Oswald: 

“A number of facts on Lee 
Harvey Oswald that have al- 
ready come to public light sug- 
gest an unstable mentality. . . 

“Moreover, the already pub- 
lished facts on Oswald's short 
but confused life could not 
place him in the ranks of the 
Marxist left but closer to the 
right . . 

“If, as some accounts say, 
Oswald did appear in New Or- 
leans as a member of the (left- 
ist) Fair Play for Cuba Com- 
mittee, it was further evidence 
of his instability." 

Such “he’s crazy" tactics 
have long been a standard Red 
weapon against enemies and 
those who can injure the party 
by their actions. 

The flat denial by the current 
head of the Fair Play for Cuba 
Committee that Oswald was 
ever a member of New Orleans 
chapter official seems strange 
when compared with Oswald's

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THE ASSASSINATION OF PRESIDENT JOHN F. KENNEDY 
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# At 5:30 p.m. (Parts time), December 3, 1963, the American 

^Embassy in Paris received a telephone call from a man who requested 

* 

a meeting with an American official under clandestine conditions to discuss 
a matter of interest to the United States. 

The caller was Interviewed that evening by the FBI's Legal 
Attache In Paris. IXirlng the Interview, this Individual represented 
himself as a Pole, said that his first name was Stephan, and declined 
to give his last name. Re claimed that be had In his possession two 
letters in Lee Rarvey Oswald's handwriting. Re said that these letters 
had been given to him by Oswald, whom he knew for about two years In 
the Soviet Union, with instructions that he was not to disclose them 
unless Oswald died or a grave emergency arose. He also claimed that 
he could furnish information regarding the identity of the individual In 
the Soviet Union who arranged for Oswald to return to the United States 
and the Individual In the United States who was giving Oswald orders. 

He demanded 20, 000 francs (approximately $4, 000) for the letters and 
the information. The FBI's representative arranged to meet him again

At the request of the FBI, the French Police detained this 
Individual for questioning on December 4, 1963. Through interrogation, 



the French Police determined that this individual was a native Frenchman 


ho was attempting to swindle the American Embassy out of $4, 000 under 
*e pretense that he knew Oswald and had information pertaining to the 


assassination. 
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. - On November 25, 1963, a 23-year-old Nicaraguan reported to the 

American Embassy, Mexico City, that on September 18, 1963, he was 
present in the Cuban Consulate, Mexico City, where he observed a man 
he Identified as Oswald receive $6, 500 as part payment to carry out an 
assassination in the United States. His description of witnesses to the 
Incident was vague, and his claim to have repeatedly called the American 
Embassy, Mexico City, between September 18 and November 22, 1963, 
to warn of the impending assassination of an Important American was 
not substantiated by Embassy records. 

The Nicaraguan persisted In his story to American Embassy 
officials, but when turned over to the Mexican authorities on November 30, 
1963, he admitted, In writing, that his allegation was false and that his 
motive In the fabrication was to incite the United States to take some 
action against Castro. When released by Mexican authorities, the 
Nicaraguan recanted his confession, claiming that he admitted this hoax 
only because of his fear of bodily harm. 

He was afforded a polygraph examination by American authorities 
on December 5 and 6, 1963. The interrogation was conducted in the 
Spanish language, and the FBI Legal Attache in Mexico City assisted as 
interpreter. On the basis of the polygraph Interrogation, the polygraph 
examiner concluded that the Nicaraguan did not see the large sum of 
money described; that he did not see the person alleged to be Oswald; 
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&at 


be (fid not hear the sum $6, 500 mentioned; and that his story was a 


fabrication. 

During the polygraph examination, the Nicaraguan admitted that 
he had been mistaken in stating that he saw Oswald In the Cuban Consulate. 
He also added that he was uncertain of the date of the Incident In question 
when he saw someone resembling Oswald and, on reflection, stated he 
thought the date of the Incident must have been September 17, 1963. 

Oswald was definitely determined to have been in New Orleans on ' 
September 17, 1963, the date he obtained a Mexican tourist card. 
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J On the earl y morning of Nor ember 23, 1963, a nan who * 
represented himself as James 7 • Rlzzuto and vho refused to 
furnish his address advised the New York Office of the FBI 
that he had served In the Karine Corps in 1936 In Vorth Carolina 
and California with Lee Harvey Oswald, a Stephen Yves L'Eandes, 
and an Earl Perry. He stated that, following his discharge froa 
the Karine Corps, he received post cards and letters froa L'Eandes 
froa Stockholm, Moscow, and possibly Leningrad. He said he under- 
stood that Oswald, L'Eandes, and possibly Perry traveled together 
throughout Europe. He said L'Eandes was a close personal friend 
of Oswald and that they were professional agitators who, for 
disruptive purposes, attended meetings of the American Jewish 
Congress and other organizations. Re supplied considerable 
background data concerning the activities and acquaintances 
' of L'Eandes and reported that, when he last saw L'Eandes, on 
Hov ember 19, 1963, L'Eandes told him that Oswald and Perry 
"were together again In Texas." By way of further Identification 
of L'Eandes, Rlzzuto said that L'Eandes had appeared on a panel 
jforum broadcast over radio station WHCA, New York City, In 
November, 1961. Investigation verified that one Stephen 
L'Eandes did appear on such a program on November 17, 1961, 
as part of a panel discussion on the topic "Coro Activities 
in the South."

the restaurant could not identify Oswald, and no record was found of a 
reservation for him at the restaurant on September 14, 1963. The 
handwriting on the register was examined by the FBI Laboratory and it 
was determined that it was not Oswald's 

On November 30, 1963, a woman who refused to identify herself 
telephoned the Milwaukee Office of the FBI and stated that she was in a 
party that dined at the restaurant on November 23 and that, after a few 
drinks, one of the male members of the party observed the guest 
register and inserted Oswald's name on a blank line. The caller was 
able to describe the room in which the register was maintained. She 
again declined to identify herself and refused to identify the man who made 
the entry, on the ground that she was ashamed to do so. 
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Lee Harvey Oswald was identified by another individual 
on November 27, 1963, as having spent the evening of 
November 21, 1963 * In a motel in San Antonio, Texas. 
Investigation was conducted at that motel, and it was 
definitely determined from employees there that Oswald 
had not been registered. Collateral investigation 
oonducted in Dallas positively placed him in the Dallas 
area on the evening of November 21, 1963* 
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Wythevllle, Virginia 

A Red Cross representative In Wythevllle, Virginia, 
furnished Information that an Individual resembling Oswald

Investigation subsequently determined that the complainant 
had made up the entire story in order to cause difficulty for her 
neighbor* whom she apparently disliked.

The PBI report, "Investigation or_AssasalnatlPH_ 
of Pres ld en£.^6hn-P. ^Kennedy. November 22. 1963," which 
has been furnished to’ the Presidential Commission, was a 
summary of the evidence and information developed in our 
continuing Investigation of this case* 

This report dealt only with the positive results 
of the investigation up to December 6, 1963, and did not 
include the results of extensive investigation necessary 
to resolve numerous false reports and hoaxes In the 
United States and other countries. For example, many 
false allegations were received that Lee Harvey Oswald 
had been seen in widely separated areas of the United States 
on or about the date of the assassination. Several Instances 
of inaoourate and Irresponsible reporting by news media 
undoubtedly gave rise to rumors and speculation which 
resulted In additional false reports to the FBI* 

Moreover, it has been necessary to Investigate 
several attempts by unscrupulous individuals to exploit the 
assassination of President Kennedy. Ihese hoaxes and false 
reports have caused the diversion of thousands of man~hours 
of investigative* effort. ' jg-.o*

Martino suffers from a kidney 
ailment. He became ill during the 
first few days he was being held 
prior to trial. The director of the 
prison where Martino was being 
held got permission to take him 
to a hospital for treatment. In- 
stead, believing Martino to be the 
victim of a trumped-up charge, he 
took Martino to the American 
Embassy. Here is Martino's ac- 
count of what happened. 

"To me this is the most aston- _ 

ishing thing about my whole story. 

We drove* to the American Em- j 

bassy, got out and passed through 
Its gates. There I was a man who 
had been in prison, a man under 
indictment for a crime considered 
so serious that no ball was per-

tional law, I was a free man.

An-appointment was arranged by Liaison Agent O'Connor with 
Dr. Glenn T./Seaborg, Chairman, AEC, on 12/6/63. Dr. Seaborg was again 
thanked for his cooperation in this matter and he was advised the Bureau 
desired to use AEC facilities for the purpose of conducting neutron 
activation tests on paraffin casts which had shown positive traces of 
nitrates on both hands of Lee Harvey Oswald. Dr. Seaborg was informed 
the Bureau's policy has always been, since we have complete responsibility 
for the examination, we should have complete control of the examination 
and results therefrom. Mr. Seaborg commented that the Director's policy 
with regard to complete control was certainly proper and Sunderstandable. 

He thought it would be best if he called in Mr. Robert E ./Hollingsworth, 
Deputy General Manager, AEC, who could put the wheels in motion to determine 
which AEC facility would be most suited to handle the Bureau's request. 

Dr. Seaborg instructed Mr. Hollingsworth to offer complete and confidential 
cooperation with Bureau representatives. !> 

Thereafter, Liaison Agent O'Connor and Laboratory Supervisor 
John F. Gallagher met with Mr. Hollingsworth and Dr. Spofford G. English, 
Assistant General Manager for Research and Development, AEC. Mr. Hollings- 
worth stated AEC has three installations that could handle the tests 
desired by the Bureau, namely; OakRLdge, Tennessee; Argonne National 
Laboratory, Chicago; and the General Atomic Division of General Dynamics in 
California.

to whicjk AEC installation could best handle the Bureau’s request, noting 
OakRidge and the Argonne National Laboratory are Government facilities 
where secrecy can be more readily assured. Mr. Hollingsworth agreed 
with Dr. English’s suggestion and set up Wednesday, December 11 , 1963 , 
as the earliest possible date when OakRidge representatives could get 
to Washington for a conference to work out details concerning this matter. 
Mr. Hollingsworth informed Liaison that at Chairman Seaborg’s direction, 
no one in AEC Headquarters besides the Chairman, Dr. English, and himself 
would know of the Bureau's desires. 

Mr. Hollingsworth and Dr. English were thanked for their 
interest in the Bureau's behalf and were asked to communicate directly 
with the Laboratory concerning the forthcoming conference.

Based on my memorandum of 11/27/63, whereby 
approval was authorized to make arrangements with the 
Atomic Energy Commission (AEC) to utilize their related 
facilities for the purpose of conducting (by neutron 
activation analysis) powder residue examinations of the 
paraffin casts from Lee Harvey Oswald. SA J. J. O'Connor 
of the Domestic Intelligence Division discussed this 
matter with Dr. Glenn T. Seaborg, Chairman of AEC, on 
12/6/63. Dr. Seaborg offered complete and confidential 
cooperation in this matter. 

SAs J. J. O'Connor and John F. Gallagher met 
with Mr. Robert E. Hollingsworth, Deputy General Manager 
of AEC, and Dr. Spofford G. English, Assistant General Manager 
for Research and Development of AEC, on 12/5/63.' At this 
meeting it was decided to arrange a conference at the 
earliest possible date with operational personnel of the 
Oak Ridge National Laboratory at OakRLdge, Tennessee. 

On December 11, 1963, SAs J. J. O'Connor and 
John F. Gallagher met with Dr. Spofford English, Dr. Jack 
Yandarryn from AEC headquarters and Dr. John Swartout, 

Deputy Director of Oak Ridge National Laboratory, and 
Sir. William 5. Lyon, who is in charge of the Neutron 
Activation Analyses Unit at Oak Ridge. During this meeting 
it was decided that the physical facilities at Oak Ridge 
are adequate to accomplish the necessary activation analysis 
and perform the necessary chemical separations. The work 
can be performed in a relatively isolated laboratory to 
insure the proper security and control of the data. However,

It is 
pointed out that the confidential agreement reached 
with ALC will be binding on Dr. Guinn and will include 
the few other technicians necessarily involved.

Governor-Con nally stated that the first thing of an unusual // a 
nature which he noted at the time of the assassination was what sounded 
like a gunshot which he believed came from his right and to the rear 
of the automobile in which he was riding. (Governor and Mrs, Connally 
were riding in the same automobile and immediately to the front of 
President and Mrs. Kennedy. Governor Connally and President Kennedy 
were on the right side and their wives on their left). He stated that 
as he instinctively turned to his right to look back he sensed that 
President Kennedy had been hit. Governor Connally stated that as he 
turned back to his left he. Governor Connally, was struck by a bullet 
in his right shoulder just below the shoulder blade and armpit. He 
stated the bullet came out of his chest on the right side, passed 
through the right arm about the wrist and lodged in his left leg just 
above the knee. Governor Connally stated he believed he remarked, 

"Oh my God, they’re going to kill us all.” Governor Connally said 
he then recalled hearing a third shot and he had the feeling it had 
hit President Kennedy. He stated at about this time he became aware 
of the fact that the occupants of the car were splattered with what 
he thought was brain tissue from President Kennedy. 

Governor Connally stated that the driver of the automobile, 
who was a Secret Service man, immediately wheeled the car out of the 
caravan and rapidly proceeded to the hospital. 

• With reference to the lapse of time between the shots, 

Governor Connally stated it was "unbelievably quick." He stated he 
saw no gun nor did he see a flash from a gun but as he looked around 
i he "seemed to feel" that the shots came from a .building behind them. 
Governor Connally stated that in retrospect he at first felt that the 
assassin had intended to hit him, but now feels that the shots were 
fired at President Kennedy in rapid succession and that he, Governor 
Connally, .^as, hit .by accident on the second shot.

concerning the investigation of the facts surrounding the 
assassination of President Kennedy, the attempted assassina- 
tion of Governor Connally, and subsequent events. 

We are convinced that the investigative authority 
of the federal government is being used to the fullest 
extent. The files and the evidence which have been accumu- 
lated by Texas local and State authorities are in the hands 
of the F.B.I. for its use. The investigation is being con- 
ducted vigorously, reaching across the boundaries of many 
States and several nations to date. Consistent with the 
purpose of our State to cooperate closely in this invest- 
igation, it is our considered judgment that the Texas Court 
of Inquiry, if held at this time or in the immediate future, 
might bring about an interruption in the continuity of the 
Nation-wide investigation. 

For these reasons, it is ny conclusion and decision that 
the convening of a Court of Inquiry at the present time 
should be withheld. In the meantime, the Presidential Special 
Commission has asked the Attorney General of Texas and the 
Special Counsel selected for the Texas Court of Inquiry to 
work with the Commission, attend its hearings and assist with

On November 30, 1963, Mr. GEORGE H. MC KENZIE con- 
tacted SA J. JEROME MAXWELL telephonically and advised that 
ROBERT E. WILLETT had contacted his wife by telephone on the 
night of November 29, 1963, and wanted to rent a room in their 
home. WILLETT was told that the MC RENZIES would not rent him 
a room as he had left owing three months rent and for two long 
distance telephone calls when he previously rented a room from 
them. 

WILLETT stated that he had just arrived in Albuquerque 
and he planned to attempt to obtain employment as a shoe sales- 
man at Fedvay’s Department Store in Albuquerque. 
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On November 26, 196?, Mr. M. C. ROBERTS, Zia Lodge, 
Clovis, New Mexico, was interviewed by SA FRANK W. HAINES In the 
presence of Chief of Police LLOYD NIECE, Clovis, New Mexico, 
Police Department. ROBERTS advised that he was a conservative, 
and proud of it, and travels extensively around the country to 
conservative meetings. ROBERTS advised that the people with 
whom he associates did not agree with KENNEDY'S policies, but 
'did not want to Rill him. He stated that they wanted to vote him 
out of office, but not to assassinate him. ROBERTS advised that 
he had never heard anyone neotior thnt they would want to kill 
the President. He stated that the people he associates with are 
high type people. 

ROBERTS stated that he had no information concerning 
the assassination of President KENNEDY. 

ROBERTS stated that it va3 a shame that the United 
States could not have a president without him being killed. Be 
stated he was trying to see some good coming out of the 
assassination and believed it was a good thing because it "busted 
up the KENNEDY Dynasty. " He also stated he thought it was a good 
thing because there would not be a KENNEDY as president for the 
next 100 years. He advised that under KENNEDY, the Conrounlsts 
were put on pedestals. 

ROBERTS advised that he had known President LYNDON 
JOHNSON all his life and believes that he will be a better 
president than KENNEDY even though he "is the biggest crook in 
Texas. " 

ROBERTS again advised that he had no information con- 
cerning the assassination of President KENNEDY. 

. • It should be noted that in ROBERTS' room was a sign 

which reads "Sink KENNEDY in GOLDWATER. " 
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On August 16, 1963, Chief of Police LLOYD NIECE, ClovisT 
New Mexico Folice Department, advised SA PRANK W. HAINES, that 
Mr. M. C. ROBERTS, Roberts Seed Company, Clovis, New Mexico, had 
come to his office and told him that when the Negroes maxdion 
Washington, D.C., cn August 28, 1963, that this was a signal for 
the Negroes to rise up and to blow up the television stations 
and the power and light companies a 3 well as to murder as many 
white people as possible. Chief of Police NIECE advised that 
ROBERTS said he heard this at a meeting in Amarillo, Texas, and 
that if he wanted to check Ms story to check with J. K. PHILLIPS, 
editor of the Borger, Texas newspaper, or retired General WILLIAM 
LEE, Paramount Boulevard, Amarillo, Texas. NIECE stated that 
ROBERTS advised that he had Just retvrned from a trip all over 
the country on a BARRY GOLDWATER campaign and that everywhere he 
went this was the talk. NIECE stated that ROBERTS also added 
that there was a possibility that the Russians had troops in 
ships off the coast of the United States and that when this took 
place, the Russians would hit the United States shores. NIECE 
advised that ROBERTS is a wealthy businessman in Clovis, New 
Mexico, and is somewhat 'radical" in hi6 thinking. 

Sheriff NELSON WORLEY, Cur ry County Sheriff's Office, 
Clovis, New Mexico, was present whe:* Chief of Police NIECE 
furnished the above information aod characterized Mr. ROBERTS as 
a "screwball. " 

6n August 16, 1963, Mr. J, HARVEY WILSON, District 
Manager, Southern Union Gas Company, Clovis, New Mexico, advised 
SA FRANK W. HAINES that Mr. M. C. ROBERTS of Clovis had come 
to his office while he was out on August 16, 1963, and had 
dictated a note to WILSON'S secretary, which reads as followst 

"Mr. M. C. Roberts came in to see you and said give you this 
messaget He has been in a conference in Amarillo with General 
WILLIAM L. LEE, and Mr. J. K. PHILLIPS (who is editor of the 
Borger News Herald) and on the 28th of August, the negroes 
march on Washington, which is the signal for a negro uprising 
all over the natloiy Negroes have Instructions to first blow 
up all utilities, and under cover of darkness murder as many 
whites as possible. This may not happen in Clovis, but keep 
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• In mind that less than 196 of the Russian population took over the' 
government of Russia and wo have hero in Clovis 10% colored 
population that are armed and dangerous. * 

Mr. WILSON stated that he had heard that M. C. ROBERTS 
had been kicked out of the John Birch Society and that he felt 
that ROBERTS "must be going off his rocker," and that he is m 
"little warped." WILSON continued that ROBERTS has always tried 
to tell the Southern Union Gas Company how to advertise and 
that ROBERTS believes that the United States Government is going 
Communistic.

Mr. WILSON also advised that although he did not pat 
much stock in what Mr. ROBERTS said, he had advised his superiors 
of the information furnished to hi» office by ROBERTS on August 16 r 
1963. 

On August 16, 1963, Mr. M C. ROBERTS, 713-18th Street, 

• Clovis, Hew Mexico, was telephonically contacted by SA FRANK W. 
HAINES for the purpose of making ?.r. appointment to interview him. 
ROBERTS advised that he was too hvsy at that time to be inter- 
viewed, but he did furnish the fo?.lowing information by telephone! 

ROBERTS stated that he believed that the August 28, 

1963, march by the Negroes on Washington, D.C., was a signal 
for a Negro uprising all over the nation. He stated he felt the 
Negroes have instructions to blow up all of the utilities and 
under cover of darkness murder as many white people as they could. 
When questioned as to why’ he believed this,^ROBERTS advised that 
he heard this In a lecture given by J.K. 'Phillips, editor of the 
"Borger News Herald," at a meeting hsld at the Conservative Club 
Number 1, in the Colonial Cafeteria, Amarillo, Texas, on August 14, 
1963. ROBERTS also advised that retired General WILLIAM L^SEE, 
Paramount Boulevard, Amarillo, Texas, had been in telephonic 
contact with him and General LEE had mailed him a carbon copy 
of the "Defenders of the American Constitution, Ipc., Alert No. 

5: August 9, 1963," which va3 signed P. A. del^VMXE, President 
Lt..Gen. U.S. Marines (Retired), Defenders of the American . f 

Constitution. ROBERTS advised that General LEE suggested that ^ j *>• 
this be mimeographed and sent to friends of ROBERTS. ROBERTS 
stated that he had his secretary mimeograph a hundred or so copies

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of this Alert Number 5, which he is planning to mail to his 
friends* so that he could warn his friends about this uprising* 
ROBERTS further advised that he had just returned from a six 
week tour all over the country, which had taken him from San 
Francisco, to New York, Fhoenix, Chicago, and all over the 
country. He stated that this talk is everywhere. ROBERTS stated 
that he talked to the GOLDWATER supporters in New York, who are 
also saying the same thing. ROBERTS stated that he feels the 
people should be alerted as well as the Sheriff's Offices, Police 
Departments , National Guard, Movntei Patrol, and everyone else 
so that the utilities and the people can be protected. He stated 
'that if the "Niggers" find out we are ready for them, they will 
not do anything. He stated that they will merely put their 
tails between their legs and run. ROBERTS stated that he believes 
that everyone should arm themselves so that they would be ready 
for the Negro uprising.

Mr. WILLIAM H.- BERRY was Interviewed at the Albuquerque 
Division. He stated his permanent address Is 117 South Simms, 
Columbia, South Carolina. Be stated he is en route to Charlotte, « 
North Carolina, where he will continue his employment with the # ^ 

Periodical Publishers Service Bureau located in the Wilder ' — 

Building there. He said he is en route east from Salt Lake 
City, Utah, where he was employed by the same firm. Be 
furnished the following Information 

Be is driving a gray 1963 Studebaker Lark Sedan, bearing 
Florida license, and at 7s30 AM or 7 *45 AM, November 25, 1963, 
after spending last night in Gallup, New Mexico, he was proceeding 
east on Highway 66. Re stopped at a Texaco Station located on the 
south side of Highway 66 in the Grants, New Mexico area. He parked 
fiis car on the street and merely went to the service station in 
order to use the rest room. There he joined a Spanish male 
employee at the Texaco Station in general conversation. During 
this conversation, the person he presumed to be manager walked in 
during the time the assassination of President KENNEDY was 
mentioned. 

The manager mentioned that it was nothing but a gangster 
killing and that JACK RUBY is a known prominent gangster. The 
manager mentioned two $5,000 bets which were made that KENNEDY 
would not complete his trip on that particular procession or 
parade. Mr. BERRY assumed that these bets were made elsewhere 
than the Grants, New Mexico area and could furnish no further 
details on the comments made by the manager. The manager did 
mention, however, that a gangster killing was behind the 
assassination. 

Continuing the conversation, the manager stated there 
was a man in the station yesterday, November 24, 1963, who 
showed the manager $8,000 which he had von on an identical kind 
of bet, that i6, that President KENNEDY would not complete the 
parade in which he was riding and in which he was killed. The 
unknown man allegedly mentioned to the manager that the $8,000 
was tax free. Mr. BERRY described the manager was white male. 
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FELIX VORST, owner and operator of a Texaco Service 
Station located 301 West Santa Fe Avenue, Grants, New Mexico, was 
interviewed and it was determined that he is the person who 
talked tp Mr. WILLIAM 11. BERRY e&rlicir that day. He acknowledged 
telling BERRY that a gangster killing vas behind the President's 
assassination, and that a man wae In his station November 24, 
1963, claiming to have won an $8,000 bet. 

At the outset of the interview, VORST appeared very 
nervous and 6tated numerous tourlst3 from back East had recently 
stopped at his station stating that President KENNEDY'S death 
was the work of gangsters and that bets could be made back East 
lately to the effect that President KENNEDY would not last out 
,his four-year term of office. When interviewed further, VORST 
stated that only one such person had made the above statement, 
that being last Saturday, November 23, 1963. This particular. 
Individual did not state that he had made such a bet or that 
he had won any money on this type cf bet. 

VORST also stated that to his knowledge no individuals 
have been into his station claiirtinc they have won $5,000 bets 
on the fact that President KENNEDY would not complete his trip 
through Dallas, Texas. 

Nevertheless, VORST stated that on November 24, 1963, 
an individual described as a white male, American, over 6* call, 
heavy build, approximately 60 years of age, driving a 1959 black 
four-door Chevrolet, bearing Texas license unknown, came into 
his station and filled up with gasoline paying cash. This un- 
known individual stated that JACK PUBY was an ex-Jewel thief from 
Chicago, Illinois. This unknown individual also stated he had 
recently won $8,000 on a bet regarding the "KENNEDY deal." When 
further interviewed, VORST stated this unknown individual did not 
further specify or explain what he meant by the "KENNEDY deal." 
This individual left the station and headed in an easterly 
direction with a female, believed to be his wife. 
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VORST stated that his helper, ANDRES MARTINEZ was in 
the station and heard this unknown Individual make the above 
statement. 


VORST stated he had not heard any other individuals 
make any type of statement concerning the assassination of 
President KENNEDY In regard to gambling bets being made on the 
fact that the President would be assassinated.

. ANDRES MARTINEZ was interviewed at his place of 
employment, Vorst’s Texaco Station, 301 West Santa Fe Avenue, 
Grants, New Mexico. He stated that he remembers a heavy set 
Individual over six feet tall, approximately 60 years of age, 
driving a 1959 black four door Chevrolet from Texas, stopping 
at the gasoline station yesterday, November 24, 1963, and 
engaging in a conversation with bis employer, FELIX VORST. 

When this man paid for the gasoline which was put In his car, he 
came Inside the gasoline station and briefly engaged in a 
; conversation with VORST. Nevertheless, he knows nothing about 

their conversation, inasmuch as he was working at the grease 
rack during the short time this individual was inside the 

'gasoline station talking to VORST.

He stated he did not hear this Individual mention any- 
thing about winning a large sum of money on a bet that President 
KENNEDY would be assassinated, and in fact does not recall any- 
thing concerning the conversation he had with VORST. 
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The following investigation was conducted by 
SA CALVIN D. KNOTT. 

On November 25, 1963, Chief of Police LUPE SANCHEZ, 
Grants, New Mexico, advised that he was acquainted with FELIX 
VORST, owner and proprietor of a Texaco Station located at 
301 Vest -Santa Fe Avenue, Grants, New Mexico. SANCHEZ described 
VORST as "an alarmist nut,” one who constantly exaggerates, a 
'fabricater, and completely unreliable. Be advised VORST has 
been a suspect In several petty thefts from cars left over night 
at his station. 

SANCHEZ stated he would put no credence whatsoever 
in anything VORST had to report. 
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On November 24, 1963, Mr. HAItRY NORVELL, Radio Station 
KOB-TV, Albuquerque, New Mexico, advised Security Patrol Clerk 
ROLLAND G. LLOYD that BILLY BRYANT, a part-time employee at that 
station, received a call from a person furnishing the phonetic 
name of LAWRENCE. RENIENY from Dallas, Texas. NORVELL stated that 
RENIENY wanted to advise Station KOB-TV to announce that money 
sent to the TIPPETT family be sent in care of the Dallas Police 
Department. According to Mr. NORVELL-, RENIENY then asked if there 
were any riots in Albuquerque. BKiAI'T reportedly replied, "Of 
course nofl" Whereupon BRYANT asked how things were in Dallas. 
RENIENY said that it was like a powder keg ready to blow up at any 
time and that some "bastard will tzy to shoot OSWALD." BRYANT 
reportedly asked if RENIENY were rlth the Police Department In 
Dallas and RENIENY Said that he was rot. 

On November 26, 1963, Mr. B ILL ^BRYANT, 272 Valley High j|pl 
Road SW, Albuquerque, New Mexico, advised S A STUART J. CAMERON 
he is employed in a traveling capacity by the Mountain States 
Telephone and Telegraph Company and works on a part-time basis as 
a technician by Station KOB-TV in Albuquerque. He then furnished 
the following information: 


At appi oxiroalely 9:30 a.m., November 23, 1963, he was 
taking telephone calls at the TV station when he^received a call 
from a person Identifying himself as LAWRENCi> , l£EMING (phonetic) 
who said he was calling from Dallas, Texa3. REMING stated "they" 
were getting an awful lot of calls concerning contributions for the 
TIPPETT family. He asked BRYANT if that station could not make an 
announcement to the effect that any contributions to the TIPPETT 
family should be made to J. D. TIPPETT, c/o Dallas Police Depart- 
ment, Dallas, Texas. 


BRYANT and REMING then discussed events concerning the 
assassination generally and REMING asked if they were having any 
trouble in Albuquerque. BRYANT told Mm they were not, to which 
REMING replied that there was a greet deal of tension mounting 
in Dallas and that things were very "touchy." BRYANT stated 
neither he nor REMING mentioned OSWALD and stated that REMING 
definitely did not mention the fact that someone was going to try 
to shoot OSW AID as Mr. NORVELL had previously advised. BRYANT 
then asked REMING if he were with the Dallas Police Department, 
to which REMING replied negatively. 
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On November 25, 1963, Mr. MICHAEL' '^HAFER, aka Mike 
Shean, 2874 Orchard Avenue, Grand Junction, Colorado, announcer 
for Radio Station KWSL, Grand Junction, Colorado, advised he 
formerly worked for Radio Station KFUN, Las Vegas, New Mexico. 

Be said that on several occasions during July and August, 1963, 
he heard comments at Las Vegas Radio Station through ROBERT 
DOUGLAS and JAMES'llRASHER, fellow employees, that some leading 
Texas politicians, identity unknown, had reported 'Tour men were 
planning. .to kill the President this fall." 

* Be said that DOUGLAS is an announcer aodstill works for 

KFUN, Las Vegas, New Mexico, and JAMES BRASHER is now working 
for the Public Service Company, Albuquerque, New Mexico. 




On November 26, 1963, Hr. ROBERT DOUGLAS, Route 1, Box 322, 
Las Vegas, New Mexico, advised he Is an announcer and salesman 
for Radio Station KFUN there. DOUGLAS 6tated that he and JAMES ** 
BRASHER previously discussed politics at length, while BRASHER 
was employed by that station. He stated that he cannot recall 
that BRASHER made any remarks indicating there was a conspiracy 
to kill the President, and added he is certain he made no similar 
comment during these discussions. He advised he could not 
recall any such statement by any other individual and said he would, 
have reported this fact immediately to the proper authorities. 

He stated he could not recall any conversation he has ever had 
which would shed any light on the statement attributed to him, 
which was allegedly learned from Texas politicians, and he also 
added he. knows very little concerning Texas politics and Texas 
politicians. 
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On November 26, 1963, JAMES 0 .^RASHER, 714 57th XV, 
Albuquerque, New Mexico, who is employed by the Public Service m 
Company, advised that be was formerly employed by Radio Station 
KFUN at Las Vegas, New Mexico, until August 4, 1963, during 
which tlibe he worked with ROBERT DOUGLAS there. He was Inter- 
viewed concerning comments that some leading Texas politicians. 
Identity not known, had reported "four men were planning to kill 
the President this fall." BRASHER stated he and DOUGLAS engaged 
In "bar room politics," discussing politics at length pointing 
out that both were Republicans; however, they differed on 
Republican viewpoints. He stated these discussions took place 
In their homes, at work, and over an occasional beer. However, 
he emphatically denied receiving any Information or making any 
statement, which would Indicate that four wen were planning to kill 
the President this fall. He said he knows absolutely nothing 
concerning Texas politics and Texas politicians, and would 
definitely recall such a statement bad he or DOUGLAS made same. 

He also advised he would have reported this fact Immediately 
and feels sure that DOUGLAS would have done so.

JACK L . RUBY 

On November 26, 1963, Mrs. PHYLLI^NOW, also known as 
Mrs. ROBERT H..' SNOW , 227 Artist Road, Santa^Fe, New Mexico, was 
Interviewed at the residence of Mrs. D. L/LEISHER, Timberwick 
Road, EE, Santa Fe, New Mexico, by SA WIRT R. JONES at Mrs. 

SNOW 8 request. Mrs. LEISHER was present during the interview. 

— Mrs. SNOW stated that she Is the wife of Dr. ROBERT H. 
SNOW of Santa Fe, and Mrs. LEISHER described herself as being the 
wife of a retired Army engineer. Mrs. SNOW related that since 
childhood, she had been endowed with what she referred to as 
"sight," a quality better known as clairvoyance and cited numerous 
examples of her predictions which h*d later come to pass. She 
stated that a detailed study of t* 1 .* ability is being made in 
thi6 country as well as in Russia 

Mrs. SNOW continued that shortly after President KENNEDY 
was assassinated, she was informed by this "supernatural power" 
from which she had received previous information that LEE HARVEY 
OSWALD would be killed. She stated that she did not report this 
matter at the time as she felt that no one would pay the matter 
any heed. 

Mrs. SNOW stated that she had also been informed by 
this "supernatural power" that JACK L. RUBY, also known as JACK 
L. RUBENSTEIN is a part of a plot and that he was sent to kill 
OSWALD since OSWALD did not succeed in committing suicide as 
planned. She stated that RUBY has been engaged in subversive 
activity under another name in Chicago, Illinois and Gary, Indiana, 
in the past. She predicted that Mrs. OSWALD will be killed soon 
and her death will be made to appear accidental. 

Mrs. SNOW stated that she definitely had no informa- 
tion of any kind concerning the assassination of the President 
or ‘concerning OSWALD or RUBENSTEIN, except that which she had 
.received in the nature of a vision from a "supernatural power." 
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Mrs. D. L. LEISBER advised SA JONES that she has a 
similar* ability as that of Mrs. SNOW, however, she did not have 
any Information regarding the assassination.

Mrs. YVETTE. SEARCY, 7340 Guadalupe Trail NW, advised she 
is presently employed in the Accounting Department, Fedway Stores^, 
downtown branch, in Albuquerque A //She said that she worked at 
the Centex Corporation in Dallas, Texas from April, 1962, through 
December, 1962. She said that a person whose full name she did 
not know but whose last name is SWANSON, also worked for Centex 
Corporation and traveled on construction work in a very good 
position under the supervision of Hr. LEE HIGGINS. SWANSON asked 
her at sometime during this period to translate some documents 
from French into English. One of the items was a proclamation 
wbirih was a year or two old, author not recalled, but the tenor of whic 
was that the French were Jailing people in France in the same 

manner the Nazl6 did in Germany.

SWANSON also showed her a news article in English, details 
df which she could not recall, but to effect that President KENNEDY 
was actually a Communist. She remarked to SWANSON that this 
article was accusing the president of being a Communist, to 
which SWANSON replied, "that’s what he is." 

SEARCY knew of no organization to which SWANSON belonged 
but he had her make 25 copies of the material she translated, 
and these were made at Centex Corp. on their Zerex duplicating 
machine. 

SWANSON said he was obtaining the material from a woman 
whose first name was possibly L ,T 01I.LF, and this woman was in

He was in his 20*s and, although he never got out of 
the automobile, from his build and general appearance, 
HARDIN presumed this owner to be approximately five feet 
six or seven inches and to weigh 150 to 160 pounds, but 
HARDIN emphasized he could not be certain of the height 
nor the weight since he did not see this person outside .

HARDIN stated shortly after he was picked 
up by the owner of this car while hitchhiking from 
Richland, Texas, to Dallas, he mentioned that he was 
enroute to Dallas to obtain money from a sister to

HAP.DTN viewed a photograph of OSWALD and 
stated that this photograph appeared to him to be 
identical to the person driving the 1953 Ford mentioned 
above. He recalled that when he first saw OSWALD'S 
photograph on television shortly after the shooting 
of President KENNEDY that it occurred to him that 
this individual looked like the person who had picked 
him up. At the time, however, he stated that this 
would be too much of a coincidence and gave it no 
further thought until reading a newspaper account 
November 20, 1963, where an individual was quoted as 
saying OSWALD hat been in McAllen, Texas, driving a 
1953 Ford. At this time HARDIN decided to report the 
incident.

Governor JOHN CONNALLY and Mrs .>6QNNALLY wore * 
interviewed by an Agent of the FBI at St. David's Hospital, 

Room 201-203, Austin, Texas, night of December 11, 1963. 

Governor CONNALLY advised the driver and another 
Secret Service man were in front scat of car. President 
JOHN F. KENNEDY and Mrs. KENNEDY in rear seat, Irith 
Mrs. KENNEDY on the driver’s side and President KENNEDY 
od the right side, Mrs. CONNALLY was on a "jump seat” 
immediately behind the driver and in front of Mrs. KENNEDY facing 
the driver with back to Mrs. KENNEDY. Governor CONNALLY was 
seated on "jump seat" on right side of the car in front 
of the President with back to him. 

The car was going in west or southwest direction 
in downtown Dallas, Texas, November 22, 1963, when the 
following incident occurred: 

Governor CONNALLY stated, "First sense or 
realization of anything unusual I became conscious of a 
shot or what sounded like a gun shot, I knew it came from 
my right rear. I instinctively turned to my right to 
look back and as I did so I sensed more than I saw, 
that President KENNEDY was hit. ’

"As I turned, I realized something was amiss 
with President KENNEDY and then I turned back to my left 
a little and as I did so I got hit with a bullet In my 
right shoulder just below the shoulder blade and arm 
pit about four Inches from my right side. This bullet 
pierced my chest coming out the right side of my chest 
slightly below my right nipple. It entered my right arm 
about the wrist, passed through and then lodged in 
my left inner leg just above the knee where the bullet 
apparently split. I believe I remarked, 'Oh my God. 

They are going to kill us all.' 

"Realizing I had been hit I crumpled over towards 
Mrs. CONNALLY and she pulled me over towards her. 

"Mrs. CONNALLY said, 'No, be still, you are going 
to be all right.'

"With my head against her shoulder my knees 
naturally fell towards the right door of the car. 

"I was conscious of a third shot and beard it. 

1 had a feeling the third shot hit President KENNEDY but 
did not see It actually strike his body. I was conscious' 
of the fact that the third shot had not hit NELLIE, my 
wife. About this time I became conscious of the fact 
we were all 'splattered with what I thought was brain tissue 
from President KENNEDY. 

"The Secret Service man In front of me had turned 
to look back and also the driver. The Secret Service roan 
in front of me remarked, 'Let's get out of here,' and 1 
recall the Secret Service roan talking on the radio in the 
car to the effect 'Get to a hospital quick. *

"I was conscious of the car wheeling out of line of 
the caravan and rapidly picking up speed and then I was 
unconscious until the car began stopping at the hospital 
when I regained consciousness and realized I oust get out 
of the way so President KENNEDY could be removed from the 
car, and I. made some movement trying to get out of the car. 

"I recall being carried on a stretcher into 
the hospital and remarking, *04 my God, it hurts, it hurts.*' 

I also recall after hearing the third shot Mrs. KENNEDY said, 
*0h my God, they have shot my husband, JACK, JACK.*” 

When Governor CONNALLY was asked about the 
elapsed time between the first and last shot he remarked, 

"Fast, my God, it was fast. It seemed like a split second.** 

*'J ust that quick,” and he snapped his fingers 
three times rapidly to illustrate the time and said, 
"unbelievably quick." 

He saw no flash from a gun and did not see a 
gun. He stated he was not conscious of anything that went 
on outside the car itself. 

However, upon hearing the first shot and turning 
to his right he looked up above eye level and seemed to 
feel at the time the shot came from a building behind them. 

He recalls seeing three buildings in his vision at that time*— 
one, the School Book Depository Building, another building 
in the center of the three, and then a third building he 
feels possibly was "the old records building." 

He has no recollection of over hearing of 
LEE HARVEY OSWALD or JACK RUBY before this incident nor 
can he recall any action on his part as Secretary of Navy 
relative to a discharge for OSWALD from the U. S. Marine Corps. 
He can think of no other Incidents in his official capacity 
that might have any bearing upon this assassination.

Governor CONNALLY added, "My Impression at' the 
moment it happened was I had been hit by a stray bullet." 

* "In retrospect I felt the assassin had Intended 
to hit me, but, do not now honestly feel he intended to - 
hit me." Governor CONNALLY felt the shots were fired so 
fast the assassin had hit him by accident bn the second shot, 
ft never heard President KENNEDY utter or say a word after 
the first shot. 

His impression was that after the third shot 
President KENNEDY had probably been fatally wounded. 

Mrs. CONNALLY recalled the same sitting arrangement 
within the car as Governor CONNALLY and of having distinctly 
heard three shots fired but was not conscious first startling 
noise was a gun shot until two others followed. 

She was facing the front of the car when the 
first shot was fired and turned to her right towards President 
KENNEDY and saw him with his hand at his throat and then 
slump down as if to slouch on the seat. He had no facial 
reaction at all. 

She felt in her mind the President had been 
shot and almost immediately Governor CONNALLY recoiled in 
the opposite direction from her and was heard to remark, 

"My God, they are going to kill us all." 

She had feelings that buck shot was falling 
all around them and then she realized it was probably 
brain matter from President KENNEDY'S head. 

About this time Mrs. KENNEDY remarked, "They 
killed JACK, his brains arc in my hand." She heard the 
Secret Service man say, "Let's pull out of the caravan and 
go straight to the hospital."

Ed route to the hospital she recalls Governor 
CONNALLY moving a little but did not speak. 

When asked about the lapse of time between the 
first and last gun shots she replied, "About like saying 
crack, crack, crack." She sensed that Governor CONNALLY 
had been hit when she heard the second shot and she turned 
to hold him. 


The direction of all shots wore from somewhere 
to the rear of the car but she could not place the direction 
anymore accurately. 



Mrs. CONNALLY drew a peocilod chart of the seating 
arrangement within the car of all six occupants.

When 
Ward had the time, he went to the third floor of the jail 
to let the men know what had happened. After he went into 
this section of the jail known as W-2-C and told the 
prisoners that the President had been shot and killed, 

Edwin S. Bosch made the remark that that was what he (the 
President) deserved. This remark was overheard by several 
of the other prisoners. 

Later Bosch and another prisoner, Juan Torres, tore 
a. steel bar from one of the bunks in Section W-2-C and made 
a pair of steel knuckles from it. Torres complained of 
being sick, so the jailer would come in to take him out, 
when both men could attack him and escape. Instead Torres 
was ordered out of the cell and sent to the hospital where 
after examination nothing was found wrong with him. Bosch 
was removed from Section W-2-C and confined by himself. 

Sergeant First Class Kearnell, further advised that 
Bosch was shipped to Fort Knox, Kentucky, on Monday,

He 
accused the sentencing judge of "kidnaping” him and was held in A 
contempt of court. He believes that this interview of 12/17/63/ P 
by the FBI is the result of complaints from politicians who fear -V 
him as a prospective candidate for President of the United States.

in Room 501, George Vanderbilt Hotel, Asheville, North Carolina, 
and requested to be interviewed immediately. 

Mrs. SLOAN was immediately interviewed by SA STANLEY 
„ C. SETTLE, at. which time she spoke in a very erratic and 

irrational manner. She stated that she accused Senator 
HARRY BYRD, Senator from the state of Virginia, for the death 
of President KENNEDY, inasmuch as she believed that Senator 
BYRD of Virginia was influenced by racketeers; and generally 
controlled the State of Virginia in an unethical manner. 

She stated she has a permanent residence at Virginia Beach,

110 78 530, appeared at the Washington Field Office of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation and was interviewed.

He exhibited an undesirable discharge from the Army dated 
February 12, 1952. Ue stated that starting in 19^5 some 
international ''ring’' began following him and he felt his 
undesirable discharge from the Army was all part of a plot « 
against- him. 

At the time of this interview Mostecki appeared to be 
in a highly emotional, unstable sta\;e of mind and was advised 
that the FBI had no Jurisdiction in this matter.

Fact Finding Committee, Bernard Woisswan, Chairman, P. O. Box 1792, 
Dallas 21, Texas.* 1 This article brought great public indignation/^;' 
and prompted several rew3papor articles as well as an inquiry from T 
Congressman Bernard F, Grabovski (U-Conn) who described it as vicious, 
cruel nud one which employed the type of verbiage which tends to 
incite fanatics. This article was in the form of a public 
questionnaire to Fresideot Kennedy listing 12 questions concerning 
principally foreign policy matters. ^

U.S. Government were located in Pallas. Schmidt urged Weissman and 
Burley contact liim at Dallas. Both were recently separated from 

the U. Army and arrived in Dellas 11-3-63 taking employment locally. 

Approximately 10 days after their arrival, Schmidt recruited them as 
members of the JBS. Both Veissman end Burley were interviewed 12-5-63 
and substantiated above facts as related by Schmidt. On 11-27-63 
Weissman and Burley left Dal?.es, and Weissman went to his father's 
hpme in Mt, Vernon, New York, and Burley Joined his girl friend in 
Denver, Colorado. Burley reiterated purpose of using Weissman's 
name was to £how other conservatives that Jews were interested la 
conservative movement, as Grinnan felt too many conservatives were 
anti-Jewish rnd Vairsmr’s signature would help stem anti-Jewish 
feeling. 

Our investigation fails to show any relationship concerning 
the placement of the al>ove ad to Lee Harvey Oswald or Jack Ruby. A 
review of Bufiles fails to reveal any identifiable security data 
relating to Larrie Schmidt, Joseph Grinnan, Bernard Weissman or 
I William Mil ten Burley. , 

RKCOMMEHDAT ION i *'■ 

Investigrtior conducted shows that Weissman and Burley 
were merely tools. This ad wan written by Schmidt and Grinnan 
both JCS members. Funds icr the enterj>rise came from an unidentified 
group of well-to-do Dallas businessmen. No known connection with the 
placing of this ad and Lee Harvey Oswald or Jack Ruby was developed. 

In view of tbe f inc-iugs, there is no lyedt o pursue the investigation 
ot. thie natter further. ■

Shanklin said a similar 
article had been brought to his attention and at a conference 
. with Agents of the Dallas Office he inquired whether any of 
them had received such a call and was advised no one had taken 
a call from Bernard tfeissman. 

Weissman exaggerates his importance when he states 
that threats and pressure brought on by local liberal groups 
caused him to leave town 11-27-63 when actually probably no 
more than a dozen people knew him by sight or name and only 
a few knew he was the signer of the article. His remark 
concerning the fact that when he called the FBI they knew 
more about him than he did about himself is another distortion 
because on 11-22-63 he was a complete nonentity to us. 

However, by 12-5-63 when he was interviewed (three days 
before this article) we knew considerable data about him. He 
has taken the liberty to construe and report tha the data 
later known about him was known on 11-22-63 when he allegedly 
called the Dallas Office.

delineated on the photograph. This scale model will be similar 
in construction to courtroom exhibits prepared by the FBI to assist - 
courts and Juries to clearly understand Involved testimony. The 
existence of this scale model will make it possible for the Director 
to furnish to the President and his Commission an investigative 
media that will assist the President and others to clearly follow 
and understand the testimony of subpoenaed eyewitnesses to demon- 
strate (a) where they were and (b) what they saw under what cir- 
cumstances. For example: 

1. Secret Service personnel can, by using scale models 
of the Presidential car, Secret Service follow-up 
car and the Vice Presidential car, vividly unfold each 
Agent's version surrounding the moments before and 
after the shots were fired from the sixth floor window.

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"Live Oak" which keeps Its foliage throughout the 
seasons. The view from the assassin 's window 
south on Houston Street is unobstructed for several 
blocks.

It is estimated that at 15 m.p.h. the Presidential 
motorcade covered the 350 feet on Houston Street 
toward the assassin's window in about 16 seconds 
(22 feet or one car length per second).

As the motorcade turned onto the Freeway at Elm 
Street, the Presidential car came within 80 feet 
downward range (45 degrees) from the assassin's 
position. It is believed that the assassin did not 
choose to fire on the approaching motorcade at the 
Elm Street turnoff because of the apparent advantage 
the police would have to quickly Identify the direction 
of gun fire and the opportunity to seal off the escape 
route. The above-mentioned tree which rises to s 
height of approximately 35 feet (to third floor window 
sill) may have held up the assassin's gun fire until 
the motorcade came into clear view beyond the top of 
the tree some 150 feet after the Presidential car 
turned onto the Freeway from Elm Street intersection. 

It is estimated that 182 feet separated the assassin 
and the President when the first shot was fired Just 
above the tree top. 


The marks on the Freeway indicating where shots one, 
two and three were believed to have struck the Presi- 
dential car, have been noted and thl6 information can 
be indicated on the model. From this information, it 
appears that shot one struck the President momentarily 
after he came within gun range when his car moved passed 
the tree top as viewed by the assassin. Shot number 
two which is believed to have struck Governor Connelly 
occurred after the car had traveled a distance of 95 
feet at approximately 15 m.p.h. The markings on the 
Freeway indicated that shot number three which is 
^-believed to have struck the President occurred after. T 
the car had traveled another 45 feet.

C. /AERIAL MAPS 

Aerial maps recently made of the pertinent areas will be 
available in suitable size to_depict the assassination site in 
every direction. Route markings will indicate where the assassin 
boarded a bus after leaving the Depository Building, where he got 
off the bus and entered a cab, where he got out of the cab and walked 
to his rooming house, where he shot Officer Tlppltt after leaving 
his rooming house and the direction it is believed he traveled to 
the Texas theatre where he was apprehended.

D. LOCATION OF BRIEFING AND CONFERENCE ROOM

and the investigation of him alter the assassination but in 
addition contain the results of coverage of dozens and dozens 
of false leads, hoaxes and allegations. Some of the material 
contained in the reports includes nonspecific-type data 
concerning statements made by persons who were opposed to 
President Kennedy and his Administration, data alleging that 
persons or groups arc in possession of firearms and nay be a 
threat to the security of President Johnson or other public 
figures and data pertaining to mental cases who might 
possibly be considered dangerous. Such material was previously 
forwarded to tlie Bureau by teletype and/or letterhead memo 
and disseminated locally as well as at the Bureau to the 
Secret Service. V* 

In view of the fact that we arc making reports to i 

the Commission which was created to investigate the assassination 
it is not believed necessary or desirable that we automatically 
disseminate all of these investigative reports in the 
captioned cose to the Secret Service.

She stated that Chance has apparently lived In the 
Durango area for five or more years and has been employed by 
the El Paso Natural Can Company. She believes that prior to 
this he resided In Oklahoma.

On December 13, 1963, Jay Murphy, Police Officer, 

Durango, Colorado Police Department, advised that one Elvis 
LarxCOtance, Date of Birth July 25, 1921, was ticketed for 
speeding in February, 1963, and was fined $25. However, he 
could locate no other record for him. He had no record for 
Josephine Owen. 

On December 18,’ 1963, Mrs. Lynn Brown, Clerk, La 
Plate County, Durango, Colorado, advised that a check of the 
records of her office failed to reflect any information re- 
garding Chance or tyen.

He has never observed anything in regard to the 
actions or activities of Chance which would indicate his Is 
subversive in any way or has any ideas which oppose the basic <

On December 19, 1963, Elvis Larn Chance, 2404 Nest 
2nd Avenue, Durango, Colorado, advised that he personally 
believes that the assassination was a great tragedy and 
that it was a terrible thing. He could not recall making j 

any statement concerning the idea that he was in any way in 
favor of or pleased by the assassination. He stated that 
if anyone received such an impression from anything he said 
concerning this matter, it was completely misunderstood and 
misconstrued on the part of anyone receiving such an idea. 

He stated he could not see how anyone who had any knowledge • 1 

of him at all could receive the idea that he could think in 
such a manner. He stated that if it had been within his 
power to stop such a thing from happening he certainly would 
have prevented it. 

Chance advised he recalls some conversation at the

One Hubert. Gardner, last known to be residing 
at Houston, Texas, with his wife and two children, was 
employed as an electrician at the Phillips 66 plant, 
Baytown, Texas, during October, 1963. Sometime during 
that month he made a statement, something to the effect, 
"I'm going to take a crack at the President," or "Someone 
is going to take a crack at the President." 

Gardner was described as a very obnoxious 
person who repeatedly spoke out against President Kennedy 
and his brothers. Gardner was said to have also made the 
statement be carried ammunition in his car. The source 
indicated, however, he bad never seen Gardner with a 
firearm or ammunition. He said that Gardner likewise had 
never identified the type of ammunition about which be 
spoke. Gardner was said to drive an old-model car, the 
make and model being unrecalled by the source of informa- 
tion. 

Gardner was said to be a member of the Galveston* 
Houston, Texas, Local Electricians' Union; however, Local 
861, Electricians' Union of Lake Charles, Louisiana, was 
instrumental in securing a job for Gardner at Baytown. 

Mr. E. T. Drowning was identified as vice president of 
Local 861, Lake Charles, and was reported to be the 
brotber-in-law of Gardner.

Here Mrs. Evelyn Sandidge came into the room and 
said that her husband, George Sandidge, is still drunk and 
was very drunk the previous evening when he called the 
FBI Office after drinking at 5701 Maphet Street with a 
neighbor. Her comment was that ’’George doesn't know vfoat 
he is talking about, and if he hadn't been drunk he wouldn't 
have called the FBI." She stated "he is just going by 
other persons' opinions and these other persons didn't 
know anything about it. Tomorrow vrtien he gets sober he 
will not know anything about this." 

Mr. Sandidge commented, "I got the protection of 
God." He was obviously angry at his wife, but calmed down 
after being told that drunk or sober he was entitled to his 
opinion. Sandidge stated that he did not know either Jack L. 
Ruby or Lee Harvey Oswald or anything about them prior to the 
assassination, and has no actual knowledge on the assassination 
except what he has read in the papers and seen on television; 
that he has no personal knowledge on anything about the 
assassination, but that it is his theory that Oswald was a 
decoy and that Ruby knew something about the matter. He also 
said that the man who was holding Oswald vhen Ruby shot him 
did not move one bit to shove Oswald out of the way of Ruby, 
as he had watched this on television. 

Sandidge was obviously still under the influence 
of drinking at the time of interview. His wife confirmed 
that he does not know anything about the assassination, but 
when drunk as he was last night and is today he thinks and 
does things he would not do if sober; that he was drinking 
in the house yesterday evening with the neighbor and both 
of them were drunk.

Pursuant to the Laboratory's request the camera used to take the 
8mm movies of the assassination has been received in the Laboratory from the 
Dallas Office. This is a Bell an^ Howell Zoomatic 8mm motion picture camera 
and is the property of, Abrahanj>Zapruder.

It has been determined that the normal operating speed of this 
camera is 18 1/3 frames per second. This is somewhat faster than the normal 
standard speed of 16 frame s per second. While, as indicated in earlier 
memoranda, it is not possible to establish accurately the moment of impact 
of the first and second bullets, applying the above camera speed of 
18 1/3 frames per second to the film pictures of the assassination, the best 
estimate of the elapsed time between the first and third shots lies between approxi- 
mately five and six seconds. It is noted that the President's car moves behind 


a signboard at about the time of the first shot, and the President's movements 
during this period are not observable. However, he begins to fall forward 
immediately upon emerging from behind the sign.

At approximately 8:45 a.m. , December 19, 1963, Lloyd 
John Wilson telephonically contacted a Chicago newspaper to 
advise that he was then in the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
(FBI) building at Chicago, Illinois, and planned to surrender 
himself to the FBI because of his involvement in the assassina- 
tion of President John F. Kennedy. Immediately thereafter, 

Wilson was intercepted by FBI Agents as he was preparing to 
enter the Chicago Office of that agency. 

Wilson was interviewed and furnished the following 
informal ion: 

In August, 1963, Wilson returned to the San Francisco, 
California, from Texas where ho had been visiting relatives. 

Wilson was at that time employed bv the Aragon Engineering Com- 
pa.ny , Sc.r.ta Clara, California, and z c- sided at 853 El Ca.mino, 

Santa Clara, California. During this same period, he is believed 
to have resided for u time at: 686 El Cantina Real, San Jose, 
California. r . . 

During the letter part of Avgust, 1963, Wilson began 
to clan a o organization ■?.«.» be lor: wr. n -DA W -White Resistance 
Army. The DAW pp.yj f.; r the initials ef ’"the 'name "Dwight’ Allen

speak on various occasions. Wilson’s organization was conceiv 
to combat the rise of certain racial groups which rise he felt 
was epitomized by the "March on Washington." Wilson filled a 
notebook setting forth the aims, objectives, and rules of his 
organization but never actually recruited any members. 

During this same period, the latter part of August, 

1963, Wilson wrote a threatening letter to President John F. 

Kennedy but never mailed this letter. 

At about this same time, Wilson learned from two unidenti- 
fied friends, ANP members, in San Francisco, California, that a 
man named Oswald, first name unknown, was deeply antagonistic toward 
President Kennedy and had stated intentions of assassinating the 
President. These individuals further advised Wilson that Oswald 
was "communistic" and therefore was not completely sympathetic 
to all of the aims of the ANP. Wilson, desirous of making contact 
with Oswald, got in touch with an unidentified friend living in 
San Jose, California. This friend, according to Wilson, was 
"pro-Castro" and possibly had "communist sympathies." The friend, 
upon learning of Wilson’s desire to meet Oswald, put Wilson in 
touch with a member of the Communist Party (CP) at San Francisco, 
California. This latter individual advised Wilson that he would 
arrange a meeting between Wilson and Oswald and that Oswald would 
be in the San Francisco area in the near future. 

During the last week of August, 1963, or possibly the 
first day or two in September, 1953, Wilson was advised by his 
friend in San Jose, California, that Oswald was, in fact, in San 
Francisco and a meeting could be arranged during the course of 
a wrestling match held at the Cow Palace in San Francisco. Wilson 
recalled that the headline wrestlers cn this particular wrestling 
card were: Ray Stevens, Don DeNucci (phonetic) or Carl Gotch 

(phonetic). Wilson stated that there is only one wrestling match 
at the Cow Palace in San Francisco each month.

•On the designated date, Wilson, aec mpanied by his San 
Jose friend, went to the Cow Palace v/bere the friend pointed out 
Oswald at a point near the north gate. Wilson then introduced 
himself to Oswald and complimented him on bi« ambition to 
assassinate President Kennedy. Wilson ard Oswald went to the /

second level balcony of the Cow Palace to continue their dis- \ 
cussion. Wilson gave Oswald an envelope containing one $1,00Q ,k 
bill, saying "This is a gift to help you in your mission. Do 
it in Texas if possible." He then told Oswald that the date 
and manner of carrying out the assassination was left to 
Oswald’s discretion. Immediately thereafter, Oswald departed 
and Wilson states he had had no further contact in any way with 
Oswald since that one meeting. 

Wilson indicated he obtained the $1,000 bill in the 
following manner: He contributed $250 of his own money. He 

secured $350 from his friend in San Jose, California, and the 
remaining $400 wa~ given by his two friends who were members 
of the ANP at San Francisco. Because Wilson did not desire to 
carry a large number of small denomination bills, he requested 
and secured from his ANP friends one $1,000 bill for which he 
returned the $1,000 in smaller bills. 

Wilson continued his employment at the Aragon 
Engineering Company, Santa Clara, California, until September 
12, 1963. He said that at about this time he had decided to 
discontinue his efforts in organizing the DAW-White Resistance 
Army group since he believed that the formulation of such a 
group would inevitably lead to large scale violence which he 
indicated he did net desire. Wilson left the San Francisco 
area in the middle of September, 1963, and went to Yakima, 
Washington. At Spokane, Washington, on October 29, 1963, Wilson 
was interviewed by a. Mr. Sheridan of the Secret Service. He 
stated that ho furnished Mr. Sheridan all of the information 
concerning his abortive organization but did not tell Mr. 

Sheridan anything of his meeting with Oswald or his contribution 
of money toward the furtherance of Oswald’s assassination plans. 

On the same date, in the Secret Service office, Spokane, 

Washington, Wilson was interviewed by an Agent of the FBI regarding 
his Selective Service status. Wilson had not registered for the 
Selective Service since he was planning to enlist in the Air Foree 
and did A^rea.lize he was required to register. Following this 
interview WiTfeon did register for Selective Service in Yakima, 
Washiqgtoh^sud wa* sent from there to Spokane, Washington, to 
complete his' induction into the Air Fcsce. He was inducted intp

the Air Force on October 31, 1963, and immediately sent to 
Lackland Air Force Base, San Antonio, Texas. 

Following the assassination of President Kennedy, 
Wilson requested an interview with his commanding officer, 

Major Lawrence Tate, 3709 Squadron, Flight 1452. He requested 
permission from Tate to attend the funeral of President Kennedy 
and when asked the reason for his request informed Tate of his 
prior anti-government feelings and beliefs, including details 
concerning the organization DAW -White Resistance Army. During 
this interview, Wilson denied to Major Tate any participation 
in the assassination of President Keno^y. 


Wilson advised that he had spoken to the following 
Air Force personnel concerning his "troubles in San Francisco" 
but had not furnished information concerning his part in the 
assassination: P. A. Malloy, Jr. , presently attending Air Police 

School, Lackland Air Force Base; J. L. Hodge, presently attending 
Aircraft Maintenance School, Air Force Base at Amarillo, Texas; 
and, W. R. McKay, whose present whereabouts are unknown but who 
was a member of Flight 1452 and a co-trainee of Wilsdh. 

On December 12, 1963, Wilson, together with several 
other men from his detachment, arrived at Chanute Field, Rantoul, 
Illinois, for assignment to that base. On December 13, 1963, 

Wilson was advised by his commanding officer at Chanute Field 
that he was to be sent to the hospital for certain tests after 
which he would probably be given a discharge as a "security 
risk." Wilson said he had been admitted to the hospital and 
examined by several doctors following which on December 17, 1963, 
be had been given an honorable discharge from the United States 
Air Force. Among Wilson's effects were certain Air Force records 
among which was a report from the United States Air Force Hospital, 
Chanute Air Force Base, cn the physical condition of AB Lloyd J. 
Wilson, AF 19777251. This report contained the notation "schizoid 
personality with strong paranoid trends." The report further • 
reflected "He is considered disqualified for return to full duty 
under AFM 160-1, Section 77, paragraph b and a recommendation of 
administrative discharge." This report was signed by Clyde V. 
Martin, Captain, United States Air Force Medical Corps, Chief, 
Department, Neuro-Psychiatry Physical Profile Officer. /

A preliminary inquiry at Chanute Air Force Base has \ 
reflected that the Air Force wa3 in receipt of a Secret Service* 
investigative report pertaining to V/ils^n. 

Wilson advised that he arrived in Chicago, Illinois, 
at approximately 11:00 p.m. on the night of December 18, 1963. 

He said he planned to advise the FBI office of his contribution 
to Oswald on the morning of December 19, 1963, and because of 
this decided to have one last "night on the town." 

During the course of the interview with Wilson, he 
indicated that his reason for furnishing the information to the 
FBI was to "protect him in the future" if President Johnson 
were to be assassinated. He said he felt that he would be 
released after furnishing the information set forth above and 
that should President Johnson be assassinated in tt^e future, 
the fact that he had voluntarily furnished information concerning 
his contribution to Oswald would tend to preclude any arrest 
and/or conviction of him for the assassination of President 
Johnson. 


Wilson indicated he was extremely irate over his dls- 
charge from the United States Air Force. He said that he had 
intended to make the Air Force his career and felt that he was 
serving the United States Government well in his capacity as 
an airman. He said that during his enlistment in the Air Force 
he had no longer entertained his animosity toward the United 
States Government although he still believed that our form of 
government was wrong. He said that since his discharge be felt 
he would return to the San Francisco area where, in all prob- 
ability, he would reinstitute the DAW-White Resistance Army. 

He said he had no specific plans concerning President Lyndon B. 
Johnson since be did not know enough of the present President. 

He said that should President Johnson continue in the same 
course as regards to racial matters as his predecessor, John 
F. Kennedy, that, it was possible he might consider the assassina- 
tion of President Johnson to be necessary for the good of the 
United States. 

Wilson did not specify all of the changes in government 
which he desired accomplished but specifically mentioned that / 
his form cf government would not tolerate free speech or freedom 
of the press. He further indicated that this form of government

would allow no opposition and would have no hesitancy in killlng\ 
persons who did not conform to the standards of his belief. • * 

Wilson pointed out that there were numerous individuals in this 
country who shared his beliefs and quoted George Lincoln Rockwell 
as stating that by 1975 ’’this country would be his.” Wilson 
also stated that by 1975 ’’the Swastika would be flying over the 
United States.” 

While undergoing training in the Air Force, Wilson 
qualified as an outstanding marksman with a carbine rifle. 

Wilson stated that he personally would probably not 
assassinate anyone but felt that certain people should be 
killed. He said he would not hesitate to assist someone to 
kill such persons. He added that he knew many individuals whose 
names he did not disclose who were proficient in th? manufacture 
and use of bombs, explosives, and firearms and who could be 
called upon by him to utilize their knowledge on his behalf. 

At no time during his interview would Wilson disclose the 
identities of any of his associates who were involved either 
in his negotiations with Oswald or any organizations opposing 
the government of the United States. 

On a complaint signed by Joseph E. Noonan, Secret 
Service, Chicago, Illinois, Wilson was taken into custody by 
the Chicago, Illinois, Police Department on December 19, 1963. 

He will be held for psychiatric examination by local authorities.

true name Denver Cheek, who had telephoned him from 
Bakersville, California, for directions about picking 
up a load of fruit which Chf*ek was to drive from Cali- 
fornia to New Orleans for the J. Segari and Company, 
where Cavignac is employed. Cavignac advised he recalled 
that in addition to having advised Cheek that Cheek was 
to load fruit from Mendelson Zeller Company, Fresno, 
California, and from United Packing Company, Fresno, 
California, that he had asked Cheek if Cheek had heard 
the news about the President being shot in Dallas, Texas. 
Cavignac advised that Cheek had replied that he had just 
heard about the President being shot when he, Cheek, 
had stopped the truck just prior to calling Cavignac.

Cavignac denied that during his conversation 
with Cheek that any reference had been made by him or 
by Cheek as to someone having done a job on the Presi- 
dent or reference to someone else having done a job 
on the President, or verbage about either of them hav- 
ing someone else do the job on the President instead 
of one of them, Cavignac or Cheek. 

Cavignac advised that he would readily admit 
that he had not been a fan of President Kennedy but 
certainly had not wished him dead and had not in any 
way been connected with events relating to the Presi- 
dent's death. 

Cavignac advised that Cheek was due to arrive 
in New Orleans at the J. Segari and Company, 150 
Poydras Street, sometime Monday or Tuesday, November 
25th or 26th, 1963. Cavignac stated Cheek operated 
his own truck but believed that Cheek had a partner 
whose name he did not know but believed any markings 
on the truck were in Cheek's partner's name or a firm 
name. Cavignac advised he did not know the exact ad- 
dress, but knew that Cheek resided in Amarillo, Texas. 

Cavignac stated he had never heard of Lee 
Harvey Oswald until Oswald's name was brought to his 
attention through radio and television broadcasts in 
connection with Oswald's arrest in Dallas, Texas.

On November 26, 1963, Clarence Anthony Cavignac, 
4935 Werner Drive, New Orleans, Louisiana, was inter- 
viewed at his place of business, J. Segari Company, 150 
Foydras Street, New Orleans, Louisiana. 

Cavignac stated he wished to again deny that 
he had ever had a conversation with anyone during which

On being asked if he recalled conversation with 
Denver Lee Cheek on November 22, 1963, relating to a re- 
cording thermometer, Cavignac advised he did recall that 
he had given instructions to Cheek to have a recording 
thermometer installed in the load of fruit that Cheek 
was to bring from California to New Orleans.

Cheek advised when he had stopped to place

shot. Cheek advised he recalled that one of the 
first things mentioned by both himself and 
Cavignac was the news about the President having 
been shot. 

Cheek denied that any conversation has 
transpired between himself and Cavignac which 
contained verbage to the effect that a job had 
been done on President Kennedy, getting someone 
else to do the job on President Kennedy or any 
conversation that could in any way be interpreted 
to involve himself or Cavignac in the assassination 
of President Kennedy. Cheek further stated he was 
sure that no verbage was used by either of them 
which in any way could be interpreted to sound as 
if either himself or Cavignac meant harm to Presi- 
dent Kennedy. 

Cheek advised that on further consideration 
he recalled most of their conversation which had 
lasted less than three minutes and he was of the 
opinion that someone overhearing part of the con- 
versation or hearing maybe only one end of the 
conversation had been entirely wrong in their in- 
terpretation of the conversation. Cheek stated he 
did recall that he and Cavignac had used verbage 
relating to getting a job done and also in one 
instance, to getting someone else to do the job, 
but such verbage had to do with the installing of 
a recording thermometer in the new refrigerator 
trailer which he had. 

Cheek explained in order to record the 
temperature of the load inside the trailer that a

Cheek stated it appeared to him that someone had 
heard part of the conversation as related to the news 
about the death of President Kennedy and had then 
connected the part of the conversation as related to 
the recording thermometer to the earlier part of the 
conversation. 

Cheek advised that he had bean shocked by 
the news about President Kennedy's death and al- 
though there had been times when he had not been in 
agreement with President Kennedy's policies he had 
not wished the President any harm. 

Cheek advised that he is a driver for H. 

C. Cross, Amarillo, Texas, and desired to cooperate 
in any manner possible.

FAIR PLAY FOR CUBA COMMITTEE 

The April 6, 1960, edition of "The New York Times" 
newspaper contained a full-page advertisement captioned "What fie 
Really Happening in Cuba," placed by the Fair Play for Cuba \ 
Committee (FPCC). This advertisement announced the formation of\ 
the FPCC in New York City and declared the FPCC intended to pro- 
mulgate "the truth about revolutionary Cuba" to neutralize the 
dis totted American press. 

"The New York Times" edition of January 11, 1961, reported 
that at a hearing conducted before the United States Senate Internal 
Security Subcommittee on January 10, 1961, Dr. CHARLES A. SANTOS-BUCH 
identified himself and ROBERT TABER as organizers of the FPCC. He 
also testified he and TABER obtained funds from the Cuban Government 
which were applied toward the cost of the aforementioned advertisement. 

On May 16, 1963, a sourer advised that during the first two 
years of the FPCC's existence there was a struggle between Communist 
Party (CP) and Socialist Workers Tarty (SWP) elements to exert their 
power within the FPCC and thereby, influence FPCC policy. However, 
during the past year this source observed there has been a success- 
ful effort by FPCC leadership to minimize the role of these and 
other organizations in the FPCC sc that today their influence is 
negligible. 

On May 30, 1963, a second source advised that the National 
Headquarters of the FPCC is located in Room 329 at 799 Broadway, 

New Ybrk City. According to this source, the position of National 
Office Director was created in the Fall of 1962 and was filled by 
VINCENT "Ted" LEE, who now formulates FPCC policy. This source 
observed LEE has followed a course of entertaining and accepting 
the cooperation of nany other organizations including the CP and 
the SWP when he has felt it would be to his personal benefit as well 
as the FPCC ' 8 . However, LEE has indicated to this source he has 
no intention of permitting FPCC policy to be determined by any other 
organization. LEE feels the FPCC should advocate resumption of 
diplomatic relations between Cuba and the United States and support 
the right of Cubans to manage their revolution without interference 
from other nations, but not support the Cuban revolution per se.

Smith Flying Service, Highland Park Airport, Dallas, Texas, 
and was merely talking as to how fast news travels concerning 
the assassination of the President. He stated that after the 
news came over the radio that the President had been shot, 
he had heard within an hour that newspapers were calling as 
far away as Canada wanting information as to whether or not 
the President had died. 

He stated he did 'not know where he had heard a re- 
presentative of a newspaper was calling from Canada, and 
attached no significance to it due to the fact that the whole 
world was interested in the President's condition.

Hr. ALLEN stated that he was most anxious to cooperate 
with the FBI as he had nothing to hide. 

Mr. ALLEp stated that although he was residing at the 
hotel at the present time, he ejected to move tp 706 Jackson 
Street, Tampa, Florida in the Immediate future. He pointed out 
that he is presently a news reporter for Radio Station WFLA, 
a National Broadcasting Company station In Tampa, Floxlda. He .

Mr. ALLEN stated that at the time he brought Ihe attache 
case to the pawn shop, there were other documents and valuable 
mementos in the case and these Included his passport, which he 
had recently obtained in Miami. He said the reason for this 
passport mas that as an employee of Miami Radio Station V10D, 
he had in the past had an opportunity to travel to South 
America to cover a news story; however, because he had not 
at that time had a passport, this opportunity had been denied 
him, so he remedied the situation by getting the passport for 
future use. He stated he had never had occasion since its 
issuance on November 13, 1963 to use the passport. 

Mr. ALLEN also said that in the attache case mere 
several clippings from Miami papers concerning the assassination 
pf President JOHN F. KENNEDY. He stated that he had clipped 
these items from the newspapers as souvenirs as they had such 
a profound effect on him. He stated that he mas truly shocked 
with the assassination of the President and abhorred the events 
that led up to this event. 

Mr. ALLEN recalled that in the attache case mas a 
letter to a "pen pal" in Italy. He stated that at one time 
recently, ho was studying Italian language and a friend of his 
had give him the name of his wife's sister as a possible corres- 
pondent in Italy. The correspondent's name is LUCIANA^CXLLIZIA 
mho resides in Udine, Italy. He stated that he did receiye a 
letter from this individual when he corresponded with her, but 
that her handwriting mas so poor, he could not read it, so he 
gave up this correspondence. He said that the individual mho

ALLEN, BARSELIANZ 
is also grateful to the United States for the chance to live 
here.

Mr. ADEUA etated that he has known CALEY for a number 
of years and knows' him to be a person who has very strong 
likes and dislikes and has often ‘Stated his dislike of 
Negroos and Jews. Re also passes out literature, principally 
a magazine of sorts called "Common Sense". 

According to Mr. ADEUA, CALEY spends most of the 
year in Pennsylvania but does make at least one trip to 
Princeton each year to look after his building. During that 
portion of the year he is in Pennsylvania he normally makes 
several long distance telophouo culls a week to him and his 
partner relative to his building. In these calls be discusses 
matters pertaining to his building for up to fifteen minutes 
anu then it is not uncommon for him to make comments on and 
discuss some topic of current national Interest for several 
additional minutes. 

ADEMA advised that he is unable to give an exact 
date, but he knows that it was a day or two prior to the March 
of the Hegroes on Vashington, D.C., that at about 9:00 p.m. 
he received one of the usual calls from CALEY at his home. On 
this occasion as in the past Mr. CALEY discussed matters 
pertaining to hl9 building fof u «out fifteen minutes and 
then brought up the matter of the above mentioned March on 
Vashington. ; ADEMA stated that as near as he can recall CALEY . 
stated "Look for Aoae high government official to be shot or 
killed soon". ADEMA stated that it was not specifically said 
but he assumed that' this predicted killing would be tho result 
of some Civil Sight action. The identity of the government 
official or the g>lace of the Incident was not given. 
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ADEMA stated that be does not recall what reply 
be made to this statement by CALEY, but he had no deslrs 
to be drawn into a discussion of that type and did not 
•ncourage further discussion. 

The conversation was terminated shortly and he 
gave it little thought thereafter until after the assassination 
of President KENNEDY. In subsequent conversations with CALEY 
there was never any similar statement. 

ADEUA also advised that his partner DON STANLEY, 
was not a party to this conversation.

He advised that STANLEY and ADEMA do plumbing work for him. Mr. 
CALEY stated that he owns the Caley Building in Princeton, Minn., 
and this Is the property for which STANLEY and ADEMA are hired to 
maintain the plumbing. Mr. CALEY advised that he has telephoned 
STANLEY and/or ADEMA on numerous occasions, in the past. He stated 
that he does recall telephoning STANLEY and ADEMA about thirty days 
ago in regard to the furnace in the Caley Building.

When their car was 
inspected, the following items were located which the 
Mexican Customs stated they had no authority to take 
into Mexico. Originally it was planned to file 
smuggling charges against them, but through the efforts 
of Hi'.

He 
recalled talking to CURTIS* November 9, 1963, when 
h Wcit* brouglit to the main office regarding the 
items in ills possession which apparently were not 
personal items* lie recalled that CURTIS stated he 
had worked for a telephone company for forty years 
doing outside line work. 


Relating to the rifles, CURTIS had stated 
that he was taking the three rifles to present as 
presents to h*» friends at Tasco, Mexico, who had 
young cons. Ik- had seven new telephones which he 
stated had been given to him by friends where he 
worked and that he was also taking these to hi6 
friends at Tasco- He had been traveling to Mexico 
on vacation for the past eighteen years. All of 
the items were returned to CURTIS November 12, 1963, 
and he was permitted to continue his trip to Mexico. 
However, l.v had forgotten one telephone which 
DOVALIHA exhibited, being the type of telephone used 
to test telephone liner* from a pole.

of friends of his in Tasco, Mexico. CHARLES stated he 
expressed some concern that they would cost so little, 
but he did know that CURTIS ut the time that the item6 
wer»e returned to him w ha told by the Mexican Customs 
that he could not take thesu items into Mexico. 

Rather than return the three rifles and seven new 
telephones to the American side, he gave these items 
to Customs Officers. The other items that were in 
question he returned to Eagle Pass, Texas, where he 
left their at the Chamber of Commerce office* He is 
expected to return prior to December 1, 1963, as he 
is to report for work on that date in his home town. 

. CHAPI.tr* expected that he would be contacted 
by CURTIS when he travels through from Mexico. 

CHARLES stated that he had no information that would 
indicate there was anything wrong with the rifles and 
knew then where ono of ihe rifles could be located. 

CHARLES returned with a military-type rifle 
without any brand, but bearing a hammer and sickle stamped 
into the barrel aijd bearing the year 1936. The slock 
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appeared to have been refinished, and the following 
numbers were noted on the barrel near the bolt: 1957M8. 
The bolt had serial number 19285, and the magazine,* 
which was attached to the weapon, was Humber 158825*

Mrs. EDWARDS ws~ t.e1 T sor.*»:'i - tj investigate why she was being 
forced to retire. 

Mi'S. EDWARDS was informed that the FBI had no 
Jurisdiction over the natter and that she could take the matter 
up with the Civil Service Commission.

8he advised she is a Democrat and her husband 
is a Republican, which situation has lead to numerous 
good-natured jibes between them. 

She stated during her telephone conversation 
with her husband on this date she had used language 
which, if misinterpreted, would seem very suspicious. 

In this connection she said she had called her husband 
to advise him of the assassination of President KENNEDY 
in the event he had not previously heard of it, and she 
inquired of him, "Will his assassin receive the loot* 
or some similar wording. She pointed out as background 
for this comment that her husband had jokingly said in 
teasing her that the citizens of Fort Worth were "offering 
a pot" to the person who poisoned President KENNEDY. She 
said this statement by her husband grew out of a newspaper 
article which referred in some manner to precautions being 
taken to prevent the President's poisoning in connection 
with the food served to him. She said this comment was 
made by her to, in turn, shame her husband for having ever 
made such a comment, even though she knew at the time be 
made the comment, he was merely teasing her.

MEANS stated that he had been drinking '’some” before 
this happened, and after be made the above-ment lonod call, h# 
thought to hlmsolf that be had been ”a damned fool”.

MEANS said that if be had 
not been drinking, he Is sure he would not have made the call. 

Be explained that the reported shoctlng of the President was 
very upsetting to him in his condition, and his only intention 
was to verify the report.

Dallas, Texan (that is, he called only one number there), 
but be might have gotten a busy line. Be said be thinks 
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ne remembers the operator calling back one tine saying she 
could not get through to the hospital.

MEANS denied that he asked the bAT tender st the 
bar to turn the television set on, and said he was alsost 
sure It was not on while he vas In the bar.

At this 
chance meeting with MANCUSO, MORGAN asked MANCUSO "How 
about making a contribution to kill the SOB?" MANCUSO 
'asked MORGAN what, he was talking about and MORGAN replied, 
"Kennedy". At this time MORGAN displayed a small piece 
of paper with names written thereon, wrapped around some 
currency. MANCUSO advised BEID that certain elements in 
the oil Industry have been violently opposed to President 
KENNEDY'S oil depletion policies. 

REID advised he toljl MANCUSO that he would notify 
the FBI concerning the statempht made by MORGAN.

Information : 


He is the direct supervisor of LONNIE BEN 
MORGAN and as such is in contact with MORQAN several 
times a day in connection with oompany oil drilling in 
the Gulf of Mexico. He advised MORQAN has been a drilling 
foreman for the Continental Oil Company for approximately 
six years In the Morgan City, Cameron and Gulf area of 
Louisiana. Two or three years ago, MORGAN was in Mexico 
on Company drilling operations for a brief period but 
with that exception has worked in the southwest Louisiana 
area almost exclusively. During the six year period he 
has known MORGAN, at no time has MORQAN ever voiced his 
political opinions concerning President KENNEDY or the 
present administration. He does recall some discussions 
where he obtained the opinion MORGAN was a segregationist, 
but no more so than many southerners and MORGAN'S views 
on the racial problem were not radical or extreme. While 
he can not be positive, he is quite certain MORGAN has not 
been seeking contributions for any cause, group or 
organization among persons engaged in the Oil Industry in 
the Lake Charles area as sooner or later he would have 
heard about such activities. At no time has MORGAN 
approached him about making a contribution "to get rid 
of,' or to kill KENNEDY”. He Is of the opinion MORGAN'S 
estranged wife may have reported that he did make such a 
statement as she is very bitter concerning the pending 
divorce and is known to be an alcoholic. 


As the direct supervisor of MORGAN he advised 
he is - personally aware MORGAN has not been in the DallaB, 
Texas, area on company business or during working hours. 

If such a trip had been made it would have to have been 
made almost overnight as he is also in contact with 
MORGAN on weekends. MORGAN did take a trip to McAllen, 
Texas, several months ago to visit his parents for a 
weekend and to the best -of hir-kaowledge, this was MORGAN'S 
only trip to Tcfccas in the recent past. 
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On Friday, November 22, 1963* he personally 
observed MORGAN in the offices of the Continental Oil 
Company, 400 Kirby Street, Lake Charles, Louisiana, 
between the approximate hours of 8:00 a.m. and 9:30 a.m. 
MORGAN was filing and working on drilling reports during 
that period. At approximately 10:00 he Instructed MORGAN 
to proceed to Cameron, Louisiana, and then to Continental 
Oil Rig #192A located in the Oulf of Mexico. At 
approximately 3:00 p.m., November 22, 1963, he received 
a radio communication from MORGAN at the Rig concerning 
a particular drilling problem which had arisen.

He advised the Continental Oil Company has no 
office as such in Dallas, Texas, to his knowledge and the 
nearest office to Dallas would be. the Fort Worth Office. 
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JAMES E^SUDDUTH, _341£_pa trick 8treet, Lake Charles, 
L ouisia na, was contacted at his place olTTiusinessT^SuclduTF' and 
Associates, Tax Return Preparation, 908 Ryan Street, Lake 8treet, 
Lake Charles, Louisiana. 

He advised he was formerly associated with SAM MANCUSO in 
the Southwest Barge Terminal, and while in this business he became 
acquainted with LONNIE MORGAN, drilling foreman for Continental 
Oil Co. He stated he has known MORGAN for about 6*6 years, 
but actually, MANCUSO was sore friendly with MORGAN. 

Be stated MORGAN never said anything to his about 
taking up a collection to get rid of President KENNEDY or anyone 
else. He stated MORGAN definitely is a segregationist, but he 
has never said anything about hurting President KENNEDY, ROBERT 
KENNEDY or any other KENNEDY. Mr. SUDDUTH stated he has never 
known MORGAN to take up a collection for any individual, 
group or organization. 

Mr. SUDDUTH said that MORGAN, Just as alsost every 
segregationist in the South has undoubtedly Bade unkind remarks 
concerning the Administration's Civil Rights stand, but he has 
no knowledge that MORGAN has ever said anything about harming 
President KENNEDY.

AT HOUSTON. TEXAS 

On November 25, 1963, Lieutenant REX FULLERTON, 
Identification Division, Harris County Sheriff's Office, 
advised that he had no record on file identifiable with 
JACK NICHOLAS PAYTON. 
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On November 25, 1963 Mrs. ALLIE PUTRELL, Credit 
Bureau of Greater Houston, advised records of her agency dis- 
closed JACK N. PAYTON first came to their attention in April, 

1950 and his file was revised in January, i960. PAYDN was 
said to be self employed as a photograpl^er, and for a short tSne 
he was employed as credit manager of the^Goix}on_Jewelry Company 
in Houston, Texas . As of January, i960 PAYTON* s address was 
listed as P. 0. Box 3131* Austin, Texas. Mrs. PUTRELL stated 
there was no information in her file for the period January, 
i960 to October, 1963 during which time he apparently resided in 
Austin, Texas. Mrs. PUTRELL stated PAYTON had used the business 
style Rainbow Studios and Payton Studios at different times. On 
September! 12, 1963 a collection agency furnished PAYTON's address 
as Route 1, Box 94A, Buda, Texas. PAYTON’s wife was listed as 
Mrs. NANCY PAYTON. 

Mrs, PUTRELL stated that PAYTON had formerly lived 
at 7313 Keller Street, Houston, Texas. 1624 Hawthorne, Houston, 
and at numerous other Houston addresses. 

On November 25, 1963 Detective J. D;^&0LLINS, Housto n. 
Texas Police Department, advised He had checked the records of 
*£Kat”agenC"y concerning JOHN NICHOLAS PAYTON and located a record 
under Wat name of an individual who was born August 30, 1918 at 
Joplin, Missouri. PAYTON was arrested on March 22, 1956 by the 
Houston, Texas Police -Department at the request of the Baytown 
Police Department, Baytown, Texas, where the Houston Police 
Department understood charges had been filed.

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RES JACK NICHOLAS PAYTON 


On November 25, 1963 JACK NICHOLAS PAYTON was contacter! 
at his residence, 4325 Betty Street, Bellaire, Texas, by Spec.Va. 1 
Agents LEVERETTE A. BAKER and EDWIN DALRYMPLE. PAYTON ‘s wife 
and children were present and were informed in the presence of flwtvA 
he was not being placed under arrest but it was merely desirec" fc/; 
he be interviewed in complete privacy. PAYTON was informed that 
his cooperation was desired in connection with a matter under . 
investigation and it would be appreciated if he would proceed to 
the Houston Office of the Federal Bureau of Investigation for 
this purpose. PAYTON stated he would gladly proceed to the 
Houston FBI Office and he considered it his "Christian duty" to 
assist the FBI in connection with any official investigation. 

Ihis interview began at the Houston FBI Office at 
8:00 p.m. and was concluded at 9:03 p.m. 

PAYTON stated his true name was JACK NICHOLS PAYTON, 
although he has frequently been known as JACK NICHOLAS PAYTON. 

He stated he was born August 30, 1918 at Joplin, Missouri and 
served in the United States Air Force from 1941 to 1945, having 
Air Force Serial Number 37016015. He resides with his wife and 
three children at 4325 Betty Street, Bellaire, Texas, and has 
telephone number MA 3-6217, PAYTON stated he has been self 
employed as a photographer, specializing in photographs of small 
children and has been so employed in the Houston, Texas area for 
over ten years, except for a period of two or three years when he 
resided in Austin, Texas, He indicated he returned to Houston, 

Texas from Austin, Texas on approximately September 1, 1963. 

PAYTON was informed that his assistance was desired 
in connection with the investigation of the recent assassination 
of President KENNEDY, and he was requested to furnish any factual 
information in his possession which he felt might remotely have a 
bearing on this matter. He was specifically asked if he had been 
acquainted with LEE OSWALD or JACK RUBIN or RUBY, and whether he 
had heard any statements or remarks prior to the assassination that 
such a thing might take place. PATYON was questioned as to whether 
he had any knowledge that any person or grovp. of persons might hav 
been involved in the planning of this assassination and whether he 
had ever heard of any efforts to raise money or assemble funds for 
the possible purpose of paying someone to assassinate the President 

2*tG 
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PAYTON stated In reply that he had absolutely no Infor- 
mation which he felt could remotely be related to this matter,, 
that he was not acquainted with OSWALD or JACK RUBY and the only 
thing he knew about them or about the assassination was what he 
had learned through the news media. PAYTON stated it was his 
belief that JACK RUBY was a Communist who had been sent to do 
away with the evidence which OSWALD might have furnished and 
that RUBY would undoubtedly be set free on an insanity plea. 

PAYTON was asked whether he had discussed the aseassii.: • 
tion of President KENNEDY with any persons other than his family 
and personal friends in the Houston area and whether he had dis- 
cussed this matter with anyone outside the Houston area. PAYTON 
replied that he had discussed this assassination with only one 
person outside of Houston end that occurred during a lengthy 
telephone conversation he had on the evening of November 24, 19^3 
with one GENE 0 : DOHERTY in Ohio. PAYTON explained that 0‘ DOHERTY 
had worked for him in Austin, Texas as a photographer for a short 
period about one year previously and on approximately November 17, 
1963 he had telephoned 0> DOHERTY in Ohio and asked his assistance 
during the Christmas rush in the photography business. O’ DOHERTY 
could not give him an answer at that time but agreed to call 
PAYTON back within a few days. PAYTON stated he could not even 
recall the city Jh Ohio where O' DOHERTY resided but he had 
0* DOHERTY's address and telephone number at his residence. He 
stated that O' DOHERTY left Austin shortly after Christmas 1962 
and proceeded to Ohio and has written PAYTON occasionaly since 
1 that inline. PAYTON met O'DOHERTY through a mutual acquaintance, 

' BILIflJPLANAGAN, in Austin, Texas approximately 18 months ago. 

PAYTON related that O' DOHERTY initiated the telephone 
call to him on the evening of November 24, 1963 and declined to 
accept his employment offer. PAYTON could recall discussing 
the assassination in general terms with O' DOHERTY but stated he 
could not recall the exact statements made by either. He 
recalled that this conversation lasted about ten or fifteen 
minutes and he noticed when he left the telephone it was approxi- 
J mately 8:45 p.m. PAYTON realized that O'DOHERTY was in bad 

t financial conditioh and stated in the middle of this telephone 

call he 'signaled the operator in Ohio and requested her to 
reverse the charges to his telephone in Bellaire, Texas. 
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PAYTON was informed that he must realize his conversa- 
tion with O' DOHERTY could have been related by O' DOHERTY to a 
number of per3cn» in Ohio and he was then questioned concerning 
the following specific statements. 

PAYTON vfas asked whether he made a statement to 
O' DOHERTY to the effect that "Its a good thing they got him 
before we were implicated." PAYTON at first denied making any 
statement along that line but then advised he probably made cvc’i 
a statement and if so, he was not referring to President KEHITK* • 
death but was simply stating it was a good thing that LEE OSl.’AT.D 
was apprehended and charged with this crime because otherwise the 
"Liberal elements" would try to place the blame for the assassina- 
tion on the John Birch Society. 

In connection with the above, PAYTON had been a member 
of the John Birch Society and also other conservative groups, 
such as the Austin Anti-Communism League of Austin, Terras, He 
stated he had attempted unsuccessfully to get O' DOHERTY to Join 
the John Birch Society. PAYTON talked at some length about what 
he considered the important work done by these organizations in 
fighting Communism and stated flatly the John Birch Society was 
the only organization which was attempting to get the trutn to 
the American people, whereas all other organizations, and 
particularly all the news media had sold out to the communists 
and were helping bring about the gradual move to communism in 
the United States. 

PAYTON was asked whether he made any references in his 
talk with O' DOHERTY to some groups having been associated with 
the assassination. He replied that if he used the word groups 
he intended to refer to the John Birch Society but that he made 
no reference to the John Birch Society being connected in any 
way with the assassination, 

PAYTON was asked whether he told O' DOHERTY something 
to the effect "Our next move will be to get behind them so we 
can overthrow JOHNSON." PAYTON replied that he possibly made 
such a statement, although he could not recall it and if he maae 
such a statement, such a remark did not even suggest violence or 
physical opposition but merely that he hoped the conservative 
organizations would get together and have President JOHNoON thrown 
out of office through the election processes. PAYTON stated that 
the John Birch Society was "fighting with truth - words are 
bullets". He stated that the immediate goal of all conservative 
groups is to defeat the Democratic Party at the ballot box.

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PAYTON was asked whether any mention had been made 
In his conversation with 0* DOHERTY concerning JACK RUBIN or 
JACK KUBY. PAYTON at first denied any mention of this person 
but later stated this name was undoubtedly mentioned. PAYTON 
denied any acquaintance with RUBY and stated in fact his only 
personal acquaintance in the Dallas area was General EDWIN A. 
WALKER, for whom he had campaigned in 1962 at Austin, Texas vtfon 
General WALKER ran for the office of Governor of Texas. PA1T0. ' 
stated as well as he could recall he had not talked with General 
WALKER by telephone during the past two months and the only 
telephone calls he could remember making to Dallas were a number 
of calls he made to the Gavert Company of America, which he 
described as a photo supply company from which he ordered most 
of his supplies. 

PAYTON was asked whether he had told O’ DOHERTY something 
to the effect that it was a good thing people thought of OSWALD 
as an ultra-leftist and he replied he probably made such a state- 
ment which again he would have intended to mean that this would 
tend to keep people from thinking the John Birch Society was 
connected with the assassination. PAYTON was asked whether there 
was any reason why people might reasonably believe the John Birch 
Society was involved and he replied there was no good reason for 
such beliefs but that the liberals will undoubtedly try to make 
people believe that. 

PAYTON commented that he strongly opposed the current 
and past Federal administrations and had been active for years 
in distributing literature and similar activities but that he 
emphatically opposed all violence, sincerely regreted the assass- 
ination of President KENNEDY and had no information concdming it. 

PAYTON tzao advised that our interests were restricted 
to any possible information bearing on the criminal act of the 
President’s assassination and that no investigation of the John 
Birch Society, as such, should be implied from the questions 
asked him. PAYTON was informed that charges had been made by 
persons whose identity could not be revealed to him that the 
John Birch Society may have collected money and attempted to 
hire someone to ass’assinate the President. PAYTON was advised 
that he should not assume that the FBI believed this charge to 
be true but it was the FBI's duty to exploit every questionable 
bit of evidence and he was requested to advise whether he had 
v ever received any indication from any source whatever that the 

John Birch Society, individual members or any other persons, had 
been engaged in such activities. PAYTON replied that .he considered

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this charge ridiculous and that he had never heard anyone 
associated with the John Birch Society or anyone else discuss 
any plans for, agreement with, or scheme for financing any 
assassination or violence against any elected official.

Investigation concerning GARY EDWARD PETERSON

D. S. Probation 
Officer MC IAUGHLIN stated PETERSON obtained employment 
as a trainee at the Curtis Mathis Plant in Athens, Texas, 
and was last known to be at that location.

Mr. ROBERTSON advised It was possible he mentioned 
the assassination to the telephone operator, but to the best 
of his knowledge he did not do so. 

Mr. ROBERTSON, when questioned If he made the state- 
ment, "Yes, I'll be hereall day, they came by and took my gun 
and I can't shoot the President", denied making such statement 
to anyone. 
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On November 23, 1963, the Los Angeles Division 
furnished the following information: 

On-the evening of November 22, 1963, Mrs. 
ERNESTIN^wHlTE , Fullerton, California, telephonically 
advised tkat a young German identified as JAOCHXM RUDOLPH 
R0EHR1CHT, an employee of Knotts Berry Fajfm, Buena Park, 
California, in a conversation with her on November 16, 

1963, commented she would be surprised to know how many 
young men in Texas wore the Swastika. He allegedly said 
that if the President came to Texas, he would be assassi- 
nated.

He allegedly said, "We need a GOERING to get rid of the

BARBARA' W1CKWARE, an employee of Knotts Berry 
Farm, telephonically advised on the evening of November 22, 
1963, that a German alien, identified as ROEHRICHT, employee 
at Knotts, went to Texas on vacation and returned approxi- 
mately November 13, 1963. Upon his return, he told KEffflKNOTT 
that if President KENNEDY insists on continuing his trip to 
Texas, he will not come out alive. After hearing of the 
President's assassination, he laughed and stated that he 
knew all about it. 

- JAOCHIM RUDOLPH ROEHRICHT, 7641 Filmore Drive, 
Apartment C, Anaheim, California, was interviewed by SAs 
HARVEY D. KUTZ and SAM J. SHOEMAKER on November 23, 1963, 
and furnished the following information:

He stated that at approximately 11:00 
AM on this day, his wife, THEORA and his five ohildren Joined him 
at the hotel and he and all of his family viewed the Presidential 
procession, as it passed by the Adolphus Hotel, heading west toward 
the Trade Mart in Dallas. After KENNEDY passed the hotel, ROGERS 
stated that he and his family remained at the Adolphus Hotel and 
saw nothing regarding the assassination of President KENNEDY. 

ROGERS stated that he has never been engaged in any 
conversation with anybody at any time concerning the possible 
assassination of President KENNEDY.

MUNN said he would get in touch 
with VENTERS later and told VENTERS not to try to take any 
matter like this in his own hands. MUNN advised VENTERS 
to let the proper authorities handle this matter. VENTERS 
gave MUNN his address as 5744 Troost Avenue, West Hollywood, 
California. 


MUNN has never contacted VENTERS any further on 
this matter and has not received any further calls from 
VENTERS. MUNN does not intend to contact VENTERS, and he 
feels VENTERS was either drinking or upset over the killing 
of President JOHN F. KENNEDY.

MOHR stated he was 
upset at the time and did not pay any attention to the explana- 
tion given by YORK. MOHR did not know the name of the customer 
but this customer did call the father of Mr. MOHR the next day 
and told him that YORK had laughed at a joke told by the cus- 
tomer and not at the news of the assassination of President 
KENNEDY. MOHR advised nevertheless they have never rehired 
Mr. YORK. MOHR stated he had no reason to question the loyalty 
to the United States Government of YORK and had never heard 
YORK make any statements against President KENNEDY or Governor

SNOW stated 
to the best of his^lchowledge, no one associated with his 
location, has been in Harlingen, Texas during the past year 
and he knows of no one 'from the Harlingen area who has Attempted 
to get work in the crop dusting industry in the North Texas 
area. SNOW stated he failed to recall that both CHUCK ROGERS 
and HAROLD B.' OLSON had been in some type of trouble in the 
past, but. he knew none of the details IF' that be the case. 

SNOW is described as a white male, bom May 31 * 1930 at 
Brownsville, Texas, 5' 8", 153 pounds, brown eyes, dark 
graying hair.
